Daoud delivered at a lunche- 
on given in his honour at the 
Kremlin on June 5, 1974.

I am pleased to visit your bea- 
utiful country, and our great 
neighbour at the invitation of 
the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet and the government of the 
Soviet Union for renewal of per- 
sonal contacts, and memories of ; 
the past, and have in this friend- 
ly and warm gathering, an op-; 
portunity to express the warm 
sentiments of the governments 
and people of Afghanistan t 0 the 
leadership and friendly people j 
of the Soviet Union. 1 

When we speak of ties bet- J 
ween our countries, I must note ! 
that in our view friendship bet- J 
ween Afghanistan and the Sov-f 
let Union is unbreakable. This J 
sincere and fruitful friendship,! 
which has a glorious tradition, 1 
began, more than half a century! 
ago, at a time that the Soviet I

lity i n the world. We witness with 
i pleasure that this political stand 
of ours has always been fully 
understood by our Soviet friends. 

As we see time has changed 
; course in the interest of indepen- 
dence, peace and justic, and 
today righteousness, and realism, 
is called for more than at any 
time. We are of the opinion that 
we can only bring about social 
reforms, and the development of 
our national economy and the 
prosperity of the Afghan nati- 
on and triumph over our diffi- 
culties in an atmosphere of 
peace. 



The existence of the frightful 1 
and destructive weapons in the j 
hands of humanity makes the^ 
need for preservation of peace ] 
more pressing than at any time. 1 
Afghanistan backs complete and ) 
general disarmament, and is of § 
the opinion that unless this ob- 1 
jective is achieved humanity will i 
be faced with a threat that may 
entail the annihilation of civili- 
sation. 1 

We commend the constant ef- 
forts of the Soviet Union fcr 
effecting disarmament and wel- 
come the recent proposal of tiicf 
government of the Soviet Union * 
pertaining to cutting the mil-/ 
tary budgets of the United Na-" 
tions Security Council's five per- j 
manent member states and cha- 1 
nnelling these funds for the de- . 
velopment of developing coun- f 
tries, a proposal which has been 
affirmed by a majority of the 
states of the world. 

In the view of Afghanistan, dis 
armament not only cecreases the 
danger of disruption of peace, 
but also increases opportunities 
to devote more resources and 
human efforts towards the deve- 
lopment and welfare. For this 



reason Afghanistan always con- 
siders peace and cooperation 
among nations as an important | 
basis of her foreign policy, and j 
warmly supports this, and con-l 
i demns any action which may ca- 
use faltering of world peace. \ 
, Your Excellency referred to col- 
lective security in Asia. This is 
a commendable idea but Afgha- 
nistan is of the opinion that real 
peace is achieved only when ad-^

The Office of the President reports that Moham- 
mad Daoud, the President and Prime Minister in 
mid April received Mir Jameel-ur-Rahman, Editor of 
the daily New Times of Rawalpindi and gave the fol- 
lowing interview: 



Question: That I have been 
afforded an opportunity 0 f an in 
terview and you have received 
me, I wish to offer my thanks 
for it. 

Answer: I am happy to see you 
in my country and I hope that 
your stay here will be a pleasant 
one. 

Q: Will you allow me to begin 
asking my questions? 
A: Please do. 

Q: It is heard that th e Cons- 
titution of the young Republic of 
Afghanistan will be drafted and 
prepared this summer - Can I 
ask you to please give clarifica- 
tions in this regard? 

A: Many journalists have ask- 
ed about Afghanistan's Constitu- 
tion so far to which answers ha- 
ve been provided. I do not know 
why any haste should be made 
in this respect by a regime that 
is hardly ten months old while 
there have been governments wh- 
ich have functioned without a 
Constitution for long years. 

Q: Can you say how long i- 
will take? I 

A: Whenever it is ready, but 
what T can say is that it will be 
a democratic and progressive Con- 
stitution. 

Q: What sort of economy do 
you envisage for Afghanistan? 

A: This will depend upon Af- 
ghanistan's future Constitution. 

Q: Different statements have 
been made about Pashtunistan: 
please say what your Government 
means when it speaks of Pash- 
tunistan. In other words how can 
one clearly interpret Pashtunis- 
tan? 

A: I wonder how can a Pakis- 
tani journalist ask this question 



Concerning the Pashtunistan issue 
sufficient official statements have 
been made and published during 
the 28 years of Pakistan's life 
and Afghanistan's position in 
this regard is quite clear and un- 
ambiguous and it is certain that] 
records of all these statements, 
publications and discussions will 
be available in the archives of 
both countries. 

Q: Would you kindly explain 
what is Pashtunistan? 

A: The decisions of th e Loya 
Jirgah and the parliament and 
the official statements of the gov- 
ernments in Afghanistan about 
Pashtunistan have been given at 
every occasion and opportunity in 
which our position has been ex- 
plained. If you, as a journalist 
wish to seek information about 
Pashtunistan you may ask your 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. Fur- 
thermore if the history of Afgha- 
nistan and the Indian sub-contin- 
ent is studied and particularly the 
I events which have taken place rn 
this region especially during th^ 
era of British colonialism, then 
you will find au answer to your 
question and you can also put this 
question to the Pashtun and Ba- 
luch lenders themselves. 
| Q: During the past on e yearj 
relations between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan have not been satis- 
factory; what would be the cause? 

A: I must say with regret that] 
the reason is the provocations 
and unfriendly moves made and 
being made by the Government of! 
Pakistan and its agents against 
the republican regime. 

Q: Kindly explain what were 
the unfriendly acts? 

A : You have said yourself that 



relations between the *^o coun- 
tries are not good; therefore I do 
not wish to mp^^n anything 
more in this re£***d, but we have 
evidence and documents in our 
possession which bear dut our 
statement. 

Q: What measure? do you con- 
sider necessary for improving re- 
lations? 

A: The only way to improve 
relations is that the problem sh- 
ould be studied in its reality. I 
think that if goodwill exists there 
| is no problem which cannot be 
solved. We shall never hesitate at 
the solution of the problem if it 
is based upon reality and is ac- 
ceptable but of course we can 
not accept negotiation with pre- 
conditions. I wish to tell you clear- 
ly that between Afghanistan and 
Pakistan no other problem exists 
except that of the Pashtunistan 
issue. If a solution based upon 
reality is found for it then, as I 
have stated times and again and 
say again now, no other problem 
will remain when this sole issue 
is solved. 

Q: Do you* consider Pakistan a 
threat to Afghanistan's security? 

A: This depends upon Pakis- 
tan's attitude. 

Q: Has Pakistan ever had gre- 
ater enmity towards Afghanistan 
and sometimes less or what? 

A: Unfortunately the attitude 
of the governments and rulers 
of Pakistan has never been cor- 
dial and friendly. 

Q : The recent visit 0 f an Ind- 
ian military mission to Afghanis- 
tan created feeling of suspicion 
in Pakistan and some papers ev- 
|en commented upon and report- 
ed about military cooperation bet- 
ween Afghanistan and India. Do 
you wish to comment on this mat- 
ter? 

A: I do not give this right to 
anyone to ask us any such ques- 
tion. This concerns the people of 
Afghanistan themselves to recei- 
ve a mission from any country 
at any time we may want and to 
send our mission to any place wh- 
en we may desire. 

Q: Is any military accord 
intended? 

A: This subject concerns only 
ourselves and does not concern 
anyone else. 

Q: Afghanistan has maintained 
a policy of neutrality for more 
than a century. Don't you think 
that military cooperation with an- 
other country may change Afgha- 
nistan's standing and its posi- 
tion? 

A : I am surprised that the re- 
presentative of the paper of a 
country that has been in military 



pacts since its establishment' and 
up to the present^ asks us this 
[question. Afghanistan's proclaim- 
ed policy is quite lucid and clear 
and we shall continue to main- 
tain this policy. 

Q: In an interview with the co- 
rrespondent of Le Monde you 
jhad said that if the situation in 
(Baluchistan and the Frontier did 
not deteriorate further then you 
| will not re&ort to military inter- 
vention, kindly explain the deg- 
|ree of deterioration which would 
demand such intervention? 

A : Whatever the Le Monde cor- 
respondent has written concerns 
|Le Monde and what I can say 
is that Afghanistan cannot re- 
main indifferent and disinterest- 
led as regards unrest of Pashtun 
land Baluch brothers and this 
matter has been communicated to 
I your rulers many times. 

Q : You have said that you could 
not remain impartial and disin- 
terested; may I ask t 0 what ex- 
tent? 

A: This is for us to determine, 
and to circumstances. 
Q : Afghanistan considers the Na- 
Itional Awami Party of special sig- 
nificance while there exist other 
parties in Pakistan which work 
for Pashtun and Baluch inte- 
rests. Why has this previlige 
jbeen granted to the Awami Party? 
[A: Peoples and parties endeavou- 
ring to serve their nation, who- 
le ver they might be, and wherever 
|the,y may be, we have respect for 
them. The Awami Party are our 
brothers and these are persons 
who are struggling for their na- 
tional objectives and, therefore, 
I we, and others, respect them. 

Q: The position of the NAP 
concerning Pashtunistan is auto- 
nomy; do you agree with this? 

A: I have said previously that 
I the problem of the Pashtuns and 
I the Baluch concerns themselves 
and you should put this question 
to them. The best way for the 
(leaders of Pakistan is to seek a 
solution of the problem through 
talks and agreement with the 
Pashtun and Baluch leaders and 
[not that the Pashtun and Baluch 
leaders should be elimnated th- 
rough oppression and violence. 

Q: Does Afghanistan recognise 
INAP as the real representatives? 

A: Undoubtedly because the 
[best reason for it is the majority 
I won bv them in the elections. 

Q: If NAP should make a de- 
cision on the Pashtunistan prob- 
lem, will that decision be accep- 
table?

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A: If the NAP decision is ac- 
ceptable t 0 the Pashtuns and the 
Baluch then why should ; t not be 
acceptable? 

Q: The success of the tripar- 
tite conference between India, Pa- 
kistan and Bangladesh has prov- 
ed that the countries are desirous 
of amicable relations. What do 
you think; will the success of this 
conference have positive effects 
upon relations between Afghanis- 
tan and Pakistan? 

A: You can realise it better 
because it concerns your bilateral 
relations. As for its bearing upon 
relations between us and you, 
I did not understand, but as a 
peaceloving country we want pea- 
ce and security in th e world. 

Q : What is the opinion of your 
Government on Brezhnev's nlan 
for Collective Security in Asia. 
Do you think that it will be prac- 
ticable without China's inclusion? 

A : The idea of Asian collective 



security includes a number of 
principles most of which are ac- 
cepted by the peace-loving coun- 
tries of the world. Therefore 
every world peace and security 
plan offered by anyone and any 
country and which is not contrary 
to our national interests, we look 
upon it favourably. 

Q: Will Afghanistan and Pa- 
kistan lay aside their negative po- 
licy towards each other and con- 
sider a positive policy designed 
to improve relations because vast 
possibilities, particularly in the 
economic sphere is seen? 

A : I wish t 0 t e ll you again that 
f here exists an issue between us 
and you and so long as this 
issue is not settled there is no 
possibility and expectation for an 
amelioration of relations. It i s 
better that first of all the solu- 
tion of the basic problem should 
be attended to so that the ground 
may be paved for improving and 
[expanding relations and I am 



sure that with the solution of the 
sole political difference that or 
Pashtunistan issue existing bet- 
ween Afghanistan and Pakistan, 
nothing can hinder amicable re- 
lations between us. I request Ja- 
| meel-ur-Rahman, as a journalist, 
I to endevour to serve as a means 
of closeness between the two 
| countries. 

Jameel-ur-Rahman : Yes, this is 
I the objective. 

Q: When the intended Cons- 
titution of Afghanistan is formu 
lated will it be an Islamic cons- 
ititution? 

A : I am surprised that you are 
| asking this question because a 
country that is known as an Is- 
llamic country not only* in the 
region but all over the world, how 
can it be that it s Constitution may 
I be something contrary to Islam 
and Islamism. 

Jameel-ur-Rahman: I wish to 
thank you; I am grateful. 

The President and Prime Mi- 
nister : Thanks. Leaving aside po- 
litical problems, I hope that you 
will come to Afghanistan when- 
ever you may like and to consider 
j yourself among friends. I ask 
you to convey the good wishes of 
the people of Afghanistan to the 
I people of Pakistan. 

Jameel-ur-Rahman : I have 
| felt this friendly feeling since 
arriving in Kabul. 
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, Following <s the transcribed ver- 
sion of an interview granted by 
President and Prime Minister Mo- 
hammad Daoud to Mr. Kuldip 
Nayar, editor of a Delhi news- 
paper, the Statesman, on May 2, 
as released by the Presidential 
Office : 

Q. I have seen the ideals you 
have enunciated after the revo- 
lution. Could you tell me, Sir, how 
far you have gone in realising 
them? 

A. Of course, the ideals that 1 
have enunciated constitute our 
aspirations, the realisation of wh- 
ich requires time. All that I have 
stated so far, are under study, 
scrutiny, and discussion, and na- 
turally it takes time to translate 
them into action. Our first preoc 
cupations are economic problems. 
Here we have made some head- 
way, and it is our hope that fur- 
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ther results are achieved for the 
benefit of the country. 

Q. What are the measures that 
have been taken during these last 
ten months in this regard? 

A. To explain in detail all issues 
involved will require more time 
than what we have at our dispo- 
sal. If you wish to acquire more 
information in this regard, the 
ministries concerned are at your 
disposal to furnish them to you. 

Q. If I am not mistaken, I have 
heard of a plan and a view with 
regards to land reform. Has any 
step been taken in this direction 
so far? 

A. Land reform, to us, is one 
of the valuable objectives of tht 
revolution, and we have started 
to study it from the very beginn- 
ing of the revolution. These stu- 
dies are still continuing and have 
not been yet completed. It is mv 



hope that at some appropriate time 
in the future which I can not det- 
ermine now, we shall be able to 
promulgate the land reform law. 

Q. This means that land will be 
distributed to those who are not 
land-owners? 

A. Land reform will be imple- 
mented step by step, of course. In 
the first place land will be distri- 
buted to landless people. The first 
steps have already been taken in 
this direction, and we have alrea- 
dy started distribution of state-ow- 
ned lands. So far land has been 
distributed to approximately 3,000 
families, and if we allow five me- 
mbers to each family, almost 15,- 
000 people have received land and 
this process still continues. 

Q. Are you satisfied with what 
you have accomplished so far? 

A. Anyone who is interested in 
the progress of his country, and 



the improvement of the lot of his 
people, no matter to which country 
he belongs, the claim of having 
done enough for his country is 
mere exaggeration. 

We are confronted with so manv 
problems and shortcomings tha' 
not only I and my colleagues, bw 
the future generations should also 
make sustained efforts to over- 
come them successfully in orde* 
to achieve effective results for tin- 
progress of the country. 

Q. I have heard that during 
these last ten months there have 
been two attempts at coup d'etat 
against the republic. Is there any 
substance in these rumours? 

A. I can say unequivocally that 
except one attempt, uncovered se- 
veral months ago, no other att- 
empt has been made. 

Q. If I am not mistaken, it is 
said that Pakistan was involved in 
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that coup. Is that true? I 

A. There is no doubt that for- 
eign hand was involved in the 
traitors' attempt at the coup d'etat 
and we have ample evidence and 
documntary proofs in this re- 
gards. Of course we have official- 
ly mentioned Pakistan's name too 
and speaking to the editor Jamil-] 
ur Rahman of a Pakistani news- 
paper, the New Times, I have an- 
swered this question explicitly. 

Q. Do you think that the situa- 
tion is now normal and that there 
is no danger from any quarter? 

A. No country, in no way, can 
remain immune from dangers. 

Q. I have heard many things be- 
ing said about the status of Pash- 
tunistan. It i s said that Ghaffar 
Khan and Ajmal Khatak hold dif- 
ferent views in this regard and 
seme of these persons seek only 
internal autonomy. What is your 
view? 

A. Since I have answered in 
detail the same question t 0 New j 
Times editor Jamilur Rahman I do 
not wish to repeat myself. I can 
say nothing further, and I am sure 
you have studied it (th e interview 
with Jamilur Rahman). But I wou- 
ld like t 0 mention that the Loya 
Jirgahs (grand assemblies) and! 
Shuras (praliaments) and govern- 
ments of Afghanistan have stated 
their positions on this matter un- 
ambiguously. 

Pashtun and Baluchi leaders 
have also made statements regar- 
ding their future, and their well- 
being, which in substance, do not 
differ much from the decisions of 
Afghanistan's Loya Jirgahs, Shu 
ras, and governments. 

Q. Can I ask that what is meant 
here i's self-determination? 

A. Yes, everything depends on 
the wishes, and aspirations of the 
Pashtun and Baluchi people and 
their leaders. The right to self-de- 
termination is the best way to sol- 1 
ve this problem. This right shou^lj 
be granted to the Pashtun and Ba I 
luchi people in the real meaning I 
of the term, and in accordance I 
with its fundamental principles. I 

Q. It is said that Afghanistan! 
lost valuable opportunities to ach-l 
ieve her objectives when Pakistan 1 
and India fought in 1965 and! 
1971. Is this claim right? I 

A. I cannot say anything in this I 
regard because at that time, I held I 
no office. Those who were res- 1 
ponsible at the time, of course, I 
judged issues from their own po I 
ints of view. I 
Q. Supposing you were the head I 
of state, what moves would you I 
have considered necessary? I 



I A. If I were in charge of the 
affairs of the country, I would ha- 
lve of course made my decision 
taking into consideration the con 
ditions, and requirements of the 
time. 

| Q. Pakistan has always accused 
[India of encouraging Afghanistan 
on the issue of Pashtunistan 
Could you comment on this? 

A. There is no doubt that we 
have very friendly relations with 
India, but as our Indian friends 
know the issue of Pashtunistan 
and the destiny of its people sxis- 
ted long before the independence 
of India and the inception of Pa 
kistan. This issue has always 
been a dispute between us and 
the government of British India, 
and it is now between us and Pa- 
kistan. Then in the light of the 
long history of this issue, how can 
Pakistan say that India encoura- 
ges and provokes Afghanistan to 
this effect? 

Q. I would like to know what 
help you expect from India in this 
regard? 

A. In this respect, we wish that 
not only India but all friendly and 
justice loving countries stand on 
the side of right and justice. 

Q. When I met Prime Minister 
Bhutto last, he told me that he 
was worried over what you have 
been telling your people, particu- 
larly the students. He at that time 
said that he could not take things 
lightly, especially when the ques- 
tion of dismemberment of his co- 
untry is at stake. Would you like 
to say something on this? 

A. If Mr. Bhutto worries about 
what I say t 0 our people 
and our students, this is 
up t 0 him. And if he does not take 
lightly what I say, it is again up 
t 0 him. That he has said a coun- 
try feels the responsibility for its 
dismemberment, after it occurs 
in our view, Mr. Bhutto is more 
responsible than anyone for the 
dismemberment of his country arv 
not us. One day the history of Pa 
kistan will pass its judgement a* 
to who was reqlly responsible 
for tho dismemberment of P^kfc 
ton. And the peonlp of Pakistan 
will also find out the truth. 

0- Do you think that Pakistan 
will make any move, or take any 
action? 

A. Of course we cannot ignore 
the unfriendly attitude of Pakis 
ton. In answer to one of your ore- 
vious questions, regarding events 
after the revolution, I expressed 
my regret particularly over the 
interference of Pakistan in the in- 



ternal affairs of Afghanistan. I 
Q. In such an instance what dol 
you expect friendly countries, I 
for example, India to do? I 
A. We expect of India, and of all I 
peace loving countries to recog-| 
nise realities and uphold justice. I 
Everybody should seek solutions! 
for these problems within this 
context. I 

Q. Are the allegations true that I 
Afghanistan sends aid to Baluch I 
istan? 

A. I categorically reject these 
allegations, because they are com I 
pletely baseless and meaningless 
Those who fabricate these rum- 
ours wish to use them as a mean? 
of justification of bearing press 
ure on Pashtun and Baluchi free- 
dom fighters and to use it as a 
pretext for serving their own in 
terests. They sometimes say tha f 
you are a threat, and sometimes 
they say that we are a threat, and 
they wish to secure maximum be 
nefit for themselves in playing 
these games. 

. Q. Has Pakistan approached you 
for talks on the issue of Pashta 
nistan? 

A. No approach has been made 
so far. Only sometime ago Mr. 
Aziz Ahmad, Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs and Defence of 
Pakistan visited Kabul to convey 
the official invitation of the gov- 
ernment of Pakistan to the gov- 
ernment of Afghanistan for parti- 
cipation in the conference of Is- 
lamic heads of stat e and govern- 1 
ment in Lahore. 

Q. Are you interested in talks 
with Mr, Bhutto on this dispute? 

A. It depends on the interest of 
Mr. Bhutto, Afghanistan is ready 
to talk with anybody be it Mr. 
Bhutto or anybody else, about 
the destiny of our Pashtun and 
Baluchi brothers, provided there 
are no preconditions. We have no 
other problem with Pakistan ex- 
cept the destiny of the Pashtuns 
and Baluchis. When we talk of our 
difference with Pakistan, we ex- 
plicitly mean this one and only 
problem. 

Q. In your interview with the 
correspondent of Le Monde (Fren- 
ch newspaper), you have men- 
tioned that you have special re- 
lations with the Soviet Union. Pl- 
ease elaborate on the meaning of 
the word "special". 

A. If this emanates from th? 
imagination of Le Monde, it be- 
longs to Le Monde. In fact, I don't 
even understand the meaning of 
this question of special relations. 
I would like to explain to you th- 



at we have no doubt very friend- 
ly and sincere relations with our 
northern neighbour, th e Soviet 
Union, and these relations did 
not begin overnight, but started 
when Afghanistan regained her 
independence. These friendly and 
disinterested relation are con- 
tinuing from that time until now 
No doubt the Soviet Union has as- 
sisted us in economic, technical 
and military fields. Therefore, we 
call these relations very friendly 
and normal, and see nothing spe- 
cial in them. If in your view, spe- 
cial relations means secret coiv 
mitments, no s?ich commitments 
exist between Afghanistan and 
the Soviet Union. 

Q. What is the economic policy 
of Afghanistan? 

A. It is a guided economy. This 
policy is based on and aimed at 
serving the people of Afghanistan. 

Q. You have touched on Brezh 
nev's plan for collective security 
of Asia. Please explain how you 
view it. 

A. As I have said before that 
the idea of a collective security 
system for Asia embraces a num- 
ber of principles, the majority of 
which are acceptable to peace lov- 
ing countries of the world. Everv 
plan for world peace and secu- 
rity, regardless of by whom or by 
which country it is proposed wo- 
uld be considered favourably by 
us provided it does not contradict 
I our national interests. 

Q. Would you say something on 
the relations between Afghanistan 

and Iran? 

A. Our relations with Iran are 
completely normal and friendly. 

Q. In this case, do you believe 
Uhat Iran will cease assisting Pa 
kistan over the question of Ba- 
luchistan? 

A. Since they are both allies. I 
cannot say anything. If Iran 
[wishes to remain friendly with 
I all her neighbours, it would be 
(better if she assumed at least, a 
I neutral position, vis a vis problems 
I existing between Iran's friends. 
I Q. President Sadat and Sheikh 
jMujibur Rahman stated in the Is 
llamic conference at Lahore that 
I India with a 50 million Moslem

[What is your view on this? 
I A. It would be premature if I

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'Serving Peoples Needs 
Our Prime Objective"

The founder of the ReDubiic ol

Minister Moharairird Daoud gran- 
ted an interview to Dr. Franz Koe- 
hler, special correspondent of the 
weekly Horizont, published in the 
Democratic Republic of Germany 

Before beginning with his cues- 
tions, Dr. Koehler expressed the pl- 
easure of his people on the establi-| 
shment of republican order in 
Afghanistan and noted their interest 
m efforts made by new order in the 
country. 

The following i s the transcrib- 
ed version of the interview given 
by President Mohammad Daoud at 
the Gulkhana Presidential Palace 
on May 28. 

Q- For the realisation of your lofty 
objectives one year i s a relatively! 
short time. Nevertheless, you will 
certainly glance at the balance sh- 
eet of accomplishments on the Ann- 
iversary Day of the founding 0 f the 
republic. In your opinion what have 
been major changes in one year of 
the republic? 

A. For the realisation of our ob- 
jectives, never mind one year, even 
many years will not be sufficient 
The ideals that I have oroclaimed 
constitute a target. w e toil and we 
try. And as to how long it will la- 
ke us to reach these objectives ^t 
depends on social and economic co- 
nditions. Only a very short time has 
passed since the proclamation of 
the republic We concentrated, mo- 
re than on any thing else, on two 
areas : 

The stabilisation of the republic,' 
and the solution of major economic 
problems. On both fronts results 
are satisfactory. 

In the first area, which is con-j 
solidation of the Republic, there is I 
no problem. For the solution of eco- 
nomic problems, negotiations, co- 
ntinue with missions of friendly co- 
untries, from the Soviet Union. Cz-' 
echoslovakia, India, and the Federal 
Republic of Germany. These neg- 
otiations have partly been comple- 
ted with positive results. It ,*s our 
hope that subsequent talks with fr- 
iendly countries will also bring po- 
sitive results. 

Q. In the first paragraph of the 
proclamation of the republic, and 
likewise on other occasion, you ha- 
ve stated that you will be trying! 
to improve the situation of the pe- 
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ople, especially the deprived class 

sh *} 1 be thankful f 0r elaboration 
on this point. 

A. Deprived classes include the 
majority of the people of Afgha- 
nistan, such m 'farmers, workers 
craftsmen and the like. The major- 
ity of our people have a low stand- 
ard of living. It i s our duty to help 
them, and provide them with better 
living conditions. 

In Afgghanistan a very small cla- 
ss could enjoy everything i n life 
while the majority of; the pieoplie 
jved in poverty. We wish to bring 
-in equilibrium, so that decent liv- 
ng conditions may be assured to a 
greater part of the people. 

0. In your address to the na- 
t ; on of Aug. 23, 1973, you said that 
^he first prerequisite for the realis- 
ation of your objectives is the par- 
ticipation of all the peole in ihe 
economic, social and political life 
of the country. 

Have any thoughts crytalised as 
to how the people will participate 
in this task? 

A We think that all of our peo- 
ple ought to be actively involved 
:n economic and social affairs, sh- 
are the destiny of their country 
and expend their efforts on tasks 
that are considered essential for 
the advancement of our country. 

Q In many countries the one 
joarty system has proved beneficial 
for the realisation of the wishes of 
the people. In my country, with the 
'^operation of five parties in the na- 
tional front, in a way that all dire- 
ctions are fixed by the working 
class party, successes have been ac- 
hieved in the interest of the people. 
Now that one year has passed sin- 
ce the proclamation of the republic, 
has there any view crystalled as 
to whether a one — or sever&lpartv 
I system will fit to conditions in 
Afghanistan. 

I A. At present I cannot sav with 
I certainty that which form will eo- 
Ime to being. But our own bitter 
[experiences and a study of the cou- 
nties with same conditions 
as those of ours, have shown us 
that a multiparty system creates, 
oroblems and at times blocks adv- 
ancement. 

0- To those who are not^fully 
familiar with the history of Afgh- 
anistan it stems the objectives of 
His Majesty Amanullah Khan are 



similar to those of yours, although 
the approaches are quite different 
Could you enunciate your view s on 
| His Majesty Amanullah Khan 
this respect? 

A. Thinking of His Majesty Am- 
anullah Khan on details i s not kn- 
own to us, but the history and my 
I own experience shows that 
andoubtedly, his effort* were devo- 
ed to the welfare of the people 
[and the country. Everyone travels 
Ion different path. What is import- 
ant i s that he should work for the 
I welfare of his people. 

Q. It can be deducted from var- 
ious documents that the Republic 
I of Afghanistan wishes to build a 
guided economy. The interpretation 
of the people of my own country 
of this concept i s that in such an 
economy, at least mines, industries 
producing primary commodities, and 
Energy to be the property of the 
public and of the .state. Will it be 
orrect if we are to understand the 
guided economy of Afghanistan as 
| meaning the same thmg? 

A. Yes, this understanding of our 
guided economy is / correct. What 
is public property should be in 
he hands of the people and the 
[state. All m, : nes, energy, major and 
[basic industries, and Likewise provis- 
on of foodstuffs are administrated 
by the state. Partly this objective 
has been achieved, and partly what 
is considered to be public property 
I shall be administered by the state. 
[Factories and small product' on fir- 
mis which are floated w.ith private 
I investment shall be guided fa the 
framework of the law so that fruits 
of their functioning will benefit th 
people. 

0- As far as 1 can say, land re- 
-orm is one of important issues of 
Afghanistan. You have started to 
distribute state-owned lands to nea- 
Irly 4,000 families. Will you please 
explain as to what will be the tutu- 
Ire steps in th« ; s .direction? 

A Land reform will be carried 
lout in two ways: fundamental 
land reform will be organised by 
I (aw. This law is now under study 
fn this law }t will be ascertained 
[that in what way, and in how many 
phases land should be distributed 
[in an equitable way. 

The other way is distribution of 
I the land that is property of the 
state. Lands distributed so far have 
'been distributed to persons who did 
I not own land, and more land has 
been distributed to the nomads, so 
that they will settle. This will con- 
tinue until such time that land ref- 
orm law will come fa force genera- 

|iiy. 

Q. The Republic of Afghanistan 
[in a relatively short time by virtue 
of policy of non-violence, goodwill, 
and peace has further consolidated 
I her international position. Pleajse 



(explain that fa your view what ou- 
ght to be done for mutual good 
will and confidence and strengthe- 
ning of world peace? 

A. Countries which have lagged 
Ibehind in their development and en- 
deavour for their construction need 
Ipeace. 

1 o achieve her objectives, Afgh- 
janistan is particularly in need of 
peace, so that she can work in the 
light of peace. Basically all countr- 
ies of the world, need peace, national 
and international. Afghanistan will 
always try to solve any problem 
she may have through the peaceful 
way But peace can not be ensured 
by one or two countries, particular- 
ly, the part of the superpowers in 
[ensuring of peace is very effective. 

Q. We know that you attach great 
limportance to the friendship and 
cooperation of the Soviet Union 
land other Socialist countries. Neve- 
rtheless, will you be kind enough to 
express your personal view in this 
regard so that I will have an oppor- 
tunity to convey it to my people. 

A. Our great northern neighbor 
lis a Socialist country. Our other ne- 
ighbours have other (political) sys- 
tems. We have had friendly relat- 
ions with the Soviet Union for a 
long time and it is my hope that 
these friendly relations will be ever 
[strengthened. 

Economic, technical, and cultural 
I assistance for our recent developm- 
ent plans have further consolidated 
our -j relations. Our relations with 
J other Socialist and nonsocialist sta- 
tes which have assisted Afghanistan 
!m implementation of her develop- 
ment plans, are friendly, and 
it is certain that these relations will 
I continue fa the same way. 

Q. Do you wish to avail your- 
self of the opportunity, saying a 
I few words to the people of the De- 
mocratic Republic of Germany ? 

A As it is the first time a journ- 
al* st from the Democratic Republic 
of Germany visits Afghanistan, I 
consider it opportune to express 
my best wishes for the prosperity 
of the people and development of 
the Democratic Reublic of Germ- 
any. These wishes are pure and sin- 
Jcere. 

It is my hope that your visit 
to our country will be the begining, 
and your other compatriots all w, ; ll 
see our country. 

Dr. Koehler: I am convinced th- 
at readers of our publication will 
study this interview with special in- 
terest. Thank you.

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Forty Hour- Week set For 
Officials, workers of Nation 



Lack of adequate facilities, and 
the unfavourable conditions of 
work under prevailing circumstan- 
ces on the one hand and the difference 
in working hours of employers and 
employees in Afghanistan on the 
other, was under the study of the 
state for some time. 

The Central Committee of the 
Republic of Afghanistan at a mee- 
ting, presided over by President 
and Prime Minister Mohammad Da- 
oud, leader of the revolution, issued 
the following decision on working 
hours : 

Working hours of civil servants, 
and workers of government offices 
and enterprises and organization in 
the course of the four seasons of 
the year shall be organized and fix- 
ed forty hours per week. 

During the week seven hours of 
work and on Thursdays five hours 
of work shall be performed. The 
one hour lunch during the day sh- 
all not be counted as a working ho- 
ur.

Disciplinary Regulations 
For Police Come 
Into Force 



Disciplinary regulations for poMce forces came into force 
after they wer e approved by the Cabinet, endorsed by the Pre- 
sident of the State, and published in the Official Gazette. 

The regulations are prepared in five chapters/and 44 articles 
and published in Official Gazette No. 2 of Hamal 1353. 

In the regulations actions which would bring disciplinary 
measures, have been defined and the disciplinary actions for 
various misdemenours ascertained. 

The purpose for promulgating these regulations is to have 
a disciplined police force, and one that is always most conscien- 
cious about its duties. 

The regulations are prepared in accordance with the dicta- 
tes of principles of justice. Failure to abide by the laws, regula- 
tions and codes of the police force will be punished in accordan- 
ce with the gravity of the misdemenour or offense. 

The regulations were also passed for the purpose of keeping 
police ranks free from persons who are not f!t to be in the ho- 
nourable uniform of the police. 



Such persons, when it is found they can not in any way ser- 
ve with honour, shall be dropped from the ranks of the police 

Decisions on disciplinary actions are taken by the command 
ders of the relative police units, and by the ranking officers of 

the general police and security department. In order that justice 
may prevail at all circumstances, there is also an Appeals Comm- 
ittee including the Minister of Interior and general commander 
of police and security forces. 

The decision of this body is imperative. 

The regulations were passed in the light of th e assertion by 
our national leader in his address to the nation regarding promo- 
tion in official ranks which he said depends on the persons, ho- 
nesty, competence, service records, and spirit of patriotism. 

The regulations passage is also a step towards th e realiza- 
tion of Republic's hopes for balancing authority with responsi- 
bility, and they underline the trust in the police forces of the 
nation on the part of lh e government and the people; 

The regulations will prevent any kind of confusion or mas- 
understanding which may come about as the police performs his 
duties, and possible repercussions of failure of the police to per- 
form their duties properly, or misuse their authority. 

The regulations w*ill stay in force for an experimental period 
of one vear. 

Disciplinary measures included in the regulations, 

range from notification, warning in writing, reprimand in writ- 
ing, salary cuts, disciplinary detainment, disciplinary transfer, 
demoting, witholding of promotions, suspension from duties for 
six months, demotion, and ouster from the force. 
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Cabinet Approves 
Excise Duty Law 



New Domestic, Foreign Private 
Investment Law Approved 



Excise duty and vehicles road permit law came into force 
after their approval of the Cabinet, and sanctioning of the Pre- 
sident of the State, and their publication in the official Gazette 
cf Jauza 15 (June 5 1974.) The law is prepared in 17 articles. 

In concurrence to these excise laws, excise duty on each 
consumer goods which has been produced in the local factory, 
and is being sold inside the country, will be fixed as per the 
provided list under article 13 of this law. 

Also excise duty on all the consumer goods through the pro- 
ducers including, joint stock companies, private limiteds pub- 
lic enterprises, joint enterprises, other companies and organiza- 
tions involved in production and extraction of minerals and also 
companies engaged in other productions, will be levied. 

Besides this, investments which have been allowed under 
the investment law to local or to foreigners, and the consumer 
goods which they ar e producing, regardless of excise duty privi- 
leges in accordance with the above mentioned law will not be 
exempted from duty on the consumer goods. 

Hence in line with this law, the excise duty tax on the con- 
sumer goods is payable in every third month and within thirty 
days of the expiration of this three months period the duty will 
be paid again. Th e defaulters will be liable of paying fine ac- 
cording to the eleventh article of this law. 

The source added with reference to the duty on vehicles, for 
the use of the public roads, and highways the duty will be 
charged on the vehicles according to this law. 



The new Domestice and Foreign Private Investment Law in 
28 articles, along with appendix regulations were approved by 
the Cabinet, and endorsed by th e President of the State and 
Prime Minister. 

According to an official source, the new law was to come into 
force following its publication in the official Gazette, and the 
Private Domestic and Foreign Investment Law of Hoot 1345 
will be abrogated. 

The source said that Cabinet has also decided that for fur- 
ther coordination of development projects, including private in- 
vestments, all matters related to domestic and foreign private 
investment will be handled by* the Ministry of Planning, and 
Department of Encouragement and Development of Investment 
with its various sections, will be transfered to the Ministry of 
Planning, and will perform its duty in the framework of the 
Ministry of Planning. 



Criminal Procedural Law Amended 
To Speed up Legal Process 



The amendments of the provisions of the 
Criminal Procedural Law from article I to arti- 
cle 144 were published in the first issue of 
the Official Gazette of the current Afghan 
year and put into effect after the approval of 
the Cabinet and th e sanction of the President of 
the State of Afghanistan. 

The amendments prepared in 18 chapters 
and 135 articles, will eliminate the prevailing 
problems in detecting and investigating crimes. 

It will also improve th e harmony and coor- 
dination, which did not exist in the past bet- 
ween the laws pertaining to criminal proce- 
dure and laws formulating legal cases. 

To assess the difficulties in administrating 
Criminal Procedural Law* authoritative repre- 
sentatives of the judicial organs of the Ministry 
of Justice and the Police and Gendarmarie De- 
partment of the Ministry of Interior met seve- 
ral times and discussed the reorganization of 
the legal affairs pertaining to the administra- 
tion of criminal procedure law. 

As a result, the means of solving legal and 
judicial problems were worked out and were * 
predicted in the amendments proposed- 



In the new amendments, the rights of the 
accused and suspected are better organized on 
just basis in the light of the principles of sacred 
religion of Islam and the progressive regime of 
the Republic of Afghanistan. 

In the amendments, the legal tennis are used 
in a clear and scholarly manner, and they se- 
parate clearly the duties, responsibilities and 
authorities of the persons and departments in- 
volved for maintaining justice. 

The amendments will promote fast and lust 
actions during th e various legal phases such as 
detecting crimes and the prosecution of them. 

To prevent unnecessary delays, resulting 
in unfair justice, terms ar e fixed for the admi- 
nistration of each criminal phase. The police 
and attorneys are responsible to follow through 
the legal phases the cases to the courts concer- 
ned. 

In the new amendments, the Criminal Pro- 
cedural Law uses scientific and technical prin- 
ciples in detecting and investigating crimes 
which were absent in the previous Criminal 
Procedural Law.

2. During his visit, the Afghan 
Minister of Mines and Industries 
called on Smt. Indira Gandhi, 
Prime Minister, Shri Fakhruddin 
Ali Ahmed, Minister of Food 
and Agriculture, Shri C. Subra. 
maniam, Minister of Industrial 
Development, Shri K. D. Malavi- 
ya, Minister of Steel and Mines, 
Dr. Karan Singh, Minister of 
Health and Family Planning, 
Shri D. K. Barooah, Minister of 
Petroleum and Chemicals and 
Shri K. C. Pant, Minister of Irri- 
gation and Power. These talks 
and the discussions of the Joint 
Commission, were held in an at- 
mosphere of friendship and un- 
derstanding, reflecting the very 
friendly relations between 
the two countries- Keep- 
ing in view the mutu- 
al interest of both sides, 
the talks covered a wide range 
of matters relating to economic, 
scientific and technical coope- 
ration. It was noted that the Joint 
Commission meeting was the 
third in the series. However it 
was the first to be held after the 
Republic of Afghanistan was es- 
tablished, and resulted in a mo- 
re cordial understanding of mu- 
tual cooperation between the 
two countries. 

3. The two Ministers recalled 
the documents adopted at the 
Conferences of Heads of State 
or Government of Non-aligned 
countries at'Lusaka in 1970 and 
Algiers in 1973 and in this spirit 
reviewed the progress and fu- 
ture programmes of cooperation 
between the two countries, which 
are both founder members of 
the non-aligned movement. The 
two sides re-emphasised their 
similarity of approach towards 
international economic issues 
and especially on measures tor 
increasing cooperation between 
nonraligned developing count- 
ries and the rapid economic 
advancement of the developing 
world. 

4. The Joint Commission rev- 
iewed the progress of the recom- 
mendations of the first and se \ 
cond meetings and noted with 
great satisfaction the high level 
of implementation which had 



been achieved. It also considered 
new projects and proposals . for 
future implementation and de- 
cided upon a far-reaching and 
wide-ranging programme. Am- 
ong the fields to be covered are 
agriculture, irrigation and pow- 
er industry, health, mining, pla- 
nning and education. Expanded 
and continued assistance will 
be provided by India t 0 Afgha- 
nistan for the Child Health ins 
titute, the Industrial Estate, var- 
rious Micro-hydel projects, and 
the Agricultural Research Pro- 
gramme in Afghanistan. New 
areas of assistance will be in 
support of the setting up of an 
Agricultural Research Institute 
and a Dairy Farm in the agricul- 
tural sector, consultancy and 
supervisory services for th e Han 
Rud Project, a feasibility study 
of the Khwaja Ali Dam and the 
development of th e Child Health 
Institute in Kabul as a centre of 
higher training and research, in 
Afghanistan. 

5. The Afghan delegation at 
the Joint Commission expressed 
appreciation 1 of the work the 
Indian experts in Afghanistan 
were performing. They also ex- 
pressed their satisfaction at the 
training opportunities which had 
been provided in India in var 
ions fields in the past. The Th- 
ird Joint Commission meeting 
provides for the deputation to 
Afghanistan of more experts on 
both long-term and short-term 
basis and a greater number of 
training places in various discip 
lines such as in health, mining, 
community development, prim- 
ary education and municipal 
administration. 

6. The Joint Commission also 
noted with satisfaction the in- 
crease in mutual contacts and 
collaboration in various other 
fields, such as education, infor- 
mation and culture. 

7. The Afghan Minister of Mi- 
nes and Industries expressed on 
behalf of his delegation the gra- 
titude of the Afghan side for 
the hospitaltiy and welcome ex- 
tended t 0 them in India. 

8. The Joint Commission ag- 
reed to hold its next meeting in 
Kabul at mutually convenient 
dates in 1976.

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Afghan Delegate's Address 



Text of the speech delivered 
by Mr. Waheed "Abdullah, De- 
puty Foreign Minister and Head 
of Afghan Delegation to th e fifth 
meeting of Islamic Foreign Mi- 
nisters in Kuala Lumpur, on 
June 24, 1974: 

Mr. Chairman : 
On behalf of the Afghan De- 
legation, it gives me great plea- 
sure to extend to Your Excel- 
lency, our sincere and heartfelt 
congratulations upon your un- 
animous election as Chairman of 
this Fifth Islamic Conference of 
Foreign Ministers. We are con 
fident that your wise counsel md 
able guidance will lead us to 
the successful attainment of the 
important objectives set forth on 
our Agenda. We also avail our- 
selves of this opportunity to ex- 
tend our gratitude to the out- 
going Chairman for the ibl? 
manner in which he conducted 
our meeting in Libya. 

It is appropriate and fitting, at 
this juncture, to express our bin- 
cere appreciation for the warm 
reception and generous hospita- 
lity accorded us by th e people 
and Government of Malaysia and 
to the Organisers of this Confe- 
rence for the immense effort and 
skill that has undoubtedly gone 
into convening this august ga- 
thering of Islamic brothers. It is 
our earnest hope that this and 
successive meetings will further 
consolidate and strengthen the 
brotherly ties among Islamic co- 
untries and provide a Forum for 
deliberations over pressing eco 
nomic, social and political is 
sues facing the Muslim World. 

Mr. Chairman: 

It is a matter of great plea- 
sure for the Afghan Delegation 
to attend a gathering which ref- 
lects the spirit 0 f fraternity, lib- 
erty and equality among men 
propounded by the immortal te- 
nets of Islam. It is hoped that this 
beacon of light will guide us in 
achieving fruitful results from 
this great Meeting. 

The people of Afghanistan ha 
ve endeavoured, with remarkable 
persistence over a period of 
more than thirteen centuries to 
propagate the teachings of ihh 
great faith, and in order to fur- 
ther enrich and embellish Isla- 
mic civilisation and culture, they 
have never spared any effort as 
recorded in our history. 

In declaring the solidarity of 
Islamic countries, w e declare our 
solidarity with the forces of pea- 
ce and progress, with the odp 
ressed people everywhere strug- 



gling against Alien domination 
and colonialism, in all its form? 
and manifestations, and for the^r 
independence and their right to 
self-determination. As a peace- 
loving nation, Afghanistan sees 
humanity's prosperity and pro- 
gress in peace and our traditi- 
onal policy of non-Alignment ba- 
sed upon friendship and mutual 
respect with all people and na- 
tions and the free judgement of 
all international situations on 
their merit is well-known to all. 

Mr. Chairman, hardly four mo- 
nths have passed since the Is- 
lamic Summit in Lahore. We 
met to consider the situation in 
th e Middle East and the plight 
of our Palestinian brothers. We 
hoped that our meetings will ser-j 
ve the dual purpose of further 
consolidating our stand against 
Israeli agressors and drawing 

humanity's attention to Zionist 
atrocities. With regard t 0 our 
stand, I believe we are all in 
agreement that th e objective of 
a just and lasting peace in the 
Middle East can only be achiev- 
ed by the total withdrawal of Is- 
rael from Arab territories, the 
recognition of the legitimate ri- 
ghts of the Palestinian peoole 
and the return of the Holy City 
of Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty. 

The Arab cause does not only 
hold the support of the Musl'm 
World, but of all those who ad- 
here to the. principles of Human 
Rights and the principles en- 
shrined in the United Nations 
Charter. However, the interna- 
tional community bears a grave 
responsibility to undo the wron-* 
of the 1947 partition of Palestine 
when Palestinians were uproot- 
ed and driven from their home- 
land, and we present here to- 
day, are not only committed by 
the Charter of the Islamic Con 
ference to strive for the legit- 
mate rights r c the Palestinian 
people, but shoulder the same 
[responsibility under the Charter 
of the World Organisation to 
which we all belong. W e should 
I bear in mind, however, that no 
just and lasting peace in the 
I Middle East—a region of end- 
less suffering and conflicts can 
[be envisaged without the resto- 
ration and full recognition of 
the legitimate rights of our Pa- 
lestinian brothers. 

Mr. Chairman, it is also with 
[great concern and dismay that 
we notice the inconsistency with 
basic principles of human rights 
(and with the relevant resolution 
of the United Nations Millions 



of people are still deprived of 
their legitimate and inalienable 
right to self-determination and 
independence. 

In accordance with the eter- 
nal message of brotherhood and 
in the spirit of solidarity with the 
Organisation of African Unity, 
we should more than ever exert 
every effort to extend our strong 
support to all the freedom figh- 
ters of Africa in their struggle 
for the complete eradication of 
colonialism, racism and apar 
theid. 

We believe that such effort can 
only be effective when it is of a 
practical nature, thus providing 
all possible aid and assistance 
both moral and material t 0 the 
African people in their resist 
ance against colonialism, imper- 
ialism and racial segregation. 

The people and government 
of the Republic of Afghanistan 
have continuously and whole- 
heartedly supported the legitim- 
ate struggle of the peopl e of An- 
gola, Mozambique and Zembab 
we, as well as other people un- 
der alien domination,, and h«> 
have strongly condemned, the 
policy of colonialism aimed at the 
suppression of their right to self- 
determination and national in- 
dependence. 

Mr. Chairman, my delegation 
also believes that every measure 
should be taken for the comp 
lete liquidation of colonialism, in 
accordance with the relevant re- 
solutions of the United Nations 
and the principles enshrined in 
the Declaration of Human Rights. 

The Israeli agression on Jeru- 
salem is another problem which 
aggravates the already dange- 
rous situation in the Mi- 
ddle East. The Muslim 
people of Afghanistan are 
deeply disturbed by the con- 
tinuous occupation of this Holy 
City by Israel, and strongly con- 
demn it. We are sure that Mus- 
lims all over the world share 
these feelings. The Delegation 
of Afghanistan firmly supports 
the restoration of Arab sover- 
eignty over Jerusalem and ex- 
pects that this position is clearly 
incorporated in the final Reso- 
lutions of the Conference. 
Mr. Chairman: 

Another problem which com- 
mands th e attention and concern 
of the Muslim Community is the 
grave matter of the religSous 
conflict in the Philippines. We 
believe that a religion which 
preaches tolerance and love ab- 
hors discord and bloodshed. Sf- 
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milarly, freedom of worship is 
one of the basic human rights 
that are upheld by all, irrespec- 
tive of their colour and creed. 
It is, therefore, extremely regret- 
table that at this difficult period 
in the history of the world, when 
mankind is in acute need of un- 
derstanding and peaceful co-ex- 
istence, religion should be mis- 
used to settle personal vendettas. 
We would, therefore like to re- 
quest this Conference, through 
the Secretary General, to once 
again appeal to the Government 
of the Philippines, as a loyal 
Member-State of the United Na- 
tions, to put an end to the reli- 
gious conflicts in the Philippines 
and to protect and uphold the 
rights of the Filipino Muslims as 
lawful citizens of the country. 

Mr. Chairman, the sacred faith 
of Islam draws us together bv 
a strong spiritual ties. The po 
tentials of embodying that spirit- 
ual tie into material shape thro- 
ugh cooperation in various socio- 
economic fields are great, and if 
Muslims sustain their unity there 
is no end to the scope of coope- 
ration and the benefits and 
strength derived from it. 

The initiation of an Islamic 
Solidarity Fund is a positive step 
in this direction and my delega 
tion attaches the greatest im- 
portance to it. We fully support 
the decision taken at the recent 
summit that the implementation 
of its objectives will greatly con- 
tribute to the Islamic unity and 
the creation of a common spirit 
of brotherhood among all Mus- 
lim nations. We are aware that 
its success will greatly depend 
upon the complete and full co- 
operation of all Members. 

My delegation congratulates 
the Islamic Solidarity Fund Co 
mmittee upon the work accom- 
plished in such a short period of 
time. We have carefully studied 
and agree with the objectives 
outlined in the report and be- 
lieve that they merit the compre- 
hensive and concerted effort of 
all Member-States. However, the 
role of the Secretariate as the 
responsible body in organising 
and channelling these efforts in 
a constructive and practical man- 
ner cannot be emphasised strong- 
ly enough. My delegation will 
cooperate with the Islamic Com 
munity of Nations in its endea 
vours towards implementing the 
aims and objectives of the Fund. 
However, for the purpose of har- 
mony and justice among Member- 
States, my delegation would wish 
to draw the attention of this au- 



|gust gathering to the fact that 
;in utilising the Fund's resour- 
ces priority in extending assis- 
tance of any nature must necess- 
arily be given~to Member nations 
which are most in need of such 
with the holy principles of Is- 
lam and with the spirit of Mug- 
llim brotherhood. 

With regard to the financial 
[situation of the Organisation of 
I the Islamic Conference, my dele- 
gation fully shares the concern 
| of the Secretariat in that with it 5 
j present financially weak posit- 
ion, the Secretariat of the Confe- 
rence of Islamic Countries would 
be unable to effectively dischar 
ge the important mandate en- 
trusted to it. 

We earnestly hope that the 
situation will be remedied by 
I the urgent and generous contri- 
bution of Member Countries that 
enjoy a better financial position 
by playing a greater role in shar 
|ing the burden of the expenses 
of the administration and the 
activities of the Secretariat. 

My delegation in pursuance of 
its position with regard t 0 the 
I budget of the Secretariat empha 
sises its proposal of last year 
(that a Special Committee of qua 
lified experts under the auspi- 
ces of the Secretary General sh- 
ould be set-up to make a thorough 
study of the situation and to ore 
sent to the next meeting of the 
(Conference a comprehensive re; 
port together with • a new* sca^c 
I of assessment based on the eco- 
nomic realities of each Member 
j Country. 

W e believe that in order for 
I the Organisation to be able to 
function effectively the addition- 
al expenses should only be met 
by the voluntary contribution of 
those Muslim countries that a iv 
blessed with abundant resources. 

However, my Delegation will not 
hesitate to further elaborate on 
[its views when the financial qu 
estions of the Secretariat arc 
(being discussed in th e appropr 
iate Committee. 

Concerning the proposed Is 
llamic Bank for Development and 
Investment we all clearly agree 
to the establishment of such an 
institution whose cardinal aim 
would be investment of Islamic 
I Surplus Capital towards expand- 
ing international Islamic trade 
land providing opportunity foi 
the less developed Muslim coun- 
tries to assure their economic 
development through the means 
at the disposal of the Islamic 
Bank; thus creating the possibi 
llity of raising the living 



standards of all the peo- 
ple of all Muslim countries 
My delegation which supported 
this concept since its inception, is 
happy t 0 note that it has now 
reached the stage of becoming a 
reality. 

We appreciate the work accom- 
plished by the Finance Ministers 
Meeting in Jeddah and the 
successive Meeting of Experts 
in preparing the plans for the 
establishment of the Bank. 

We have studied the By-Laws 
and other pertinent documents 
with interest and great care. As 
this matter will be further stud- 
ied by the forthcoming meeting 
of the finance ministers of 
Members States in Jeddah in Ju- 
ly. My delegation wishes to draw 
the attention to the fact that in 
supporting the guiding princioles 
suggested, we hope that the bank 
will give first priority to pro- 
jects undertaken, or to be under- 
taken by the Least Developing 
Countries among the Muslim 
Group of Nations, by providing 
credits and loans on grant basis 
In this way the Bank can play 
an important and effective rote 
in the economic and social de- 
velopment of all Member States 
and truely reflect Islamic econo- 
mic solidarity. 

Mr. Chairman: 

It is our sincere hop e that the 
establishment of such a Bank 
will lead us further to closer co- 
operation in the many socio-eco- 
nomic fields and that our Meet 
ing in Kuala Lumpur will cons- 
titute an important step in ach- 
eiving the noble aims of the 
Conference of Islamic Countries. 
W e also hope, that this and suc- 
cessive meetings wall contribute 
to the successful solution of 
the manifold political problems 
facing the Islamic World, and 
that our deliberations will be 
centered more on spheres ^ of 
social and economic cooperation 
towards the betterment of the 
Islamic World and of mankind in 
general — a day when we shall 
no longer speak of the Middle 
East problems. When th e legiti- 
mate rights of our Palestinian 
brothers are restored — a day 
when Muslims everywhere would 
enjoy peace and prosperity — a 
day when we shall have no need 
to concentrate on how to undo 
the wrongs done to our Muslim 
brothers, but rather how to fur 
ther their spiritual and economic 
development in a climate of pea- 
ce and security;

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Price Stablisation is A Policy Objective, 
Says Commerce Ministry 



Despite the unprecedented rises 
in the prices of commodities as a 
result of enerngy and monetary 
crises, the revolutionary govern- 
ment of Afghanistan has been 
able to, as far as financial and 
administrative capacities allowed, 
keep prices of essential commo- 
dities relatively stable. 

In the first place, the govern- 
ment turned her attention to sta- 
bilisation of prices of petroleum 
products, sugar, edible oil, cot- 
ton textiles and linen, and pa- 
per. 

This information was given by 
a source of the Ministry of Com- 
merce in response to a question 
by a Bakhtar News Agency re- 
porter as regards to the price ri 
ses in the world, and their effects 
on the Afghan market. 

The source added that the re- 
cent events, in the world resul- 
ted in real monetary and energy 
crises, and subsequently the pri- 
ces of various commodities, food 
stuffs, clothing, consumer goods, 
and luxury items alike, were af- 
fected in a way not witnessed be- 
fore. 

It is evident that inflationary 
trends in advanced nations ad- 
versely affected, but the weight 
is not nearly as great as on the 
economy of less developed na- 
tions. 

In the first group of the coun- 
tries tackling the repercussions It 
is a difficult, but possible task. 
But in the second group of coun- 
tries handling the situation, it is 
both difficult, and overwhelming. 

The source added that Afgha- 
nistan which is one of the deve- 
loping countries is naturally af- 
fected by the international infla- 
tionary trends. Such trends jeo- 
pardise the interests of the ma- 
jority of the population, who are 
poor, have a low income, and live 
on fixed earnings, thus adding 
another difficulty t 0 the pile of 
economic problems. 

But the revolutionary Repub- 



lican state whose main duties are 
ensuring, realising and preserv- 
ing the interests of the majority 
of the people of Afghanistan gi- 
ve a priority to the stabilisa f 
of the commodities essential for 
the people in her economic and 
social policy. 

The objective behind setting 
this as policy priority is to imp- 
rove the living standards * of the 
majority 0 f the people who eith- 
er live on low or fixed income. 

The source added that as a re- 
sult of the energy and monetary 
crises, commodity prices on the. 
world market soared in an ex-! 
traordinary manner, but the 
Republican state of Afghanistan 
has been able, as far as its finan- 
cial and administrative possibili- 
ties allow, to stop extraordinary 
rises in prices. In the first place, 
the government turned her at- 
tention to stabilisation of prices 
of petroleum products, sugar, 
edible oil, food stuffs, cotton 
textiles, linen, and paper. j 
Petroleum products have a 
special place in business activi- 
ties in the country, and a rise in 
the prices of these commodities 
makes transport ot goods and 
passengers more expensive, the sou- 
rce added. 

The source further said that the 
Reupblican state despite the energy 
crisis and the rise m the price of 
petroleum on the international mar-! 
ket due to the importance of this 
commodity and its impact on the 
national economy, kept its prices 
at the same level,, and by sustaining 
huge financial losses prevented a 
rise m the prices of other commod- 
ities, and especially price of agric- 
ultural commodities and cereals. 

The price of cotton and rayon te- 
xtiles, the type which are used by 
the majority of the people, rose 
from trom two to three hundred 
per cent on international market 
but in our country the prices of 
local textile mills, despite myriad 
of difficulties, were kept stable. 



The Republican state took special 
meaures for the import of textiles 
since local production does not ful- 
fill the local demands. Reducign the 
import tax of cotton and rayons te- 
xtiles used by the majority of 
the people by fifty and 25 per cent 
respectively were among major ste- 
ps taken by the republican govern- 
ment in this regard, the source add- 
ed. 

On the other hand, the governm- 
ent paid close attention to increas- 
ng of local production and succee- 
ded in boosting production of local 
plants by 11.62 per cent, and again 
accepting losses did >iot allow rises 

Through trade agreements and 
by other ways .imports of essential 
textile products were stepped up, 
and recent data shows a rise m thz 
rate of imports of texiles. Wiith th- 
ese measures, namely kee- 
ping the prices of iocal products 
stable, and strict control of im- 
! Ported textile products prices, it 
' is certain that no difficulties will 
arise in this sphere. 

If our esteemed compatriots 
remember six months ago there 
was an extreme shortage of wh- 
ite linen on the market, but this 
problem was solved through the 
exertion of the administration, 
and acceptance of substantial lo- 
sses. 

Paper is another important pro- 
duct which hitherto was not pro- 
duced at home. In order to pre- 
vent undue rises in the price of 
paper on the local market as a 
result of changes on the interna- 
tional pricing system the govern- 
ment reduced its import tax by 
75 per cent. 

It must be rioted that not only 
the prices of paper on the intern- 
ational market have risen stee- 
ply, but there is also a shortage 
of this commodity. But by pur- 
chasing paper under trade ag- 
reements and taking other mea- 
sures and the drastic reduction 
in import tax of paper there will 
be no soaring in price of this es- 



Afghan Flag Law 

The Law of Flag in Afghanistan, which came into 
force on May 9, affer beeing published in the Official 
Gazette. 



CHAPTER ONE 



ARTICLE 1- 

The National flag of Afghanis 
tan is composed of two major 
parts: The flag, and the flag- 
pole. 

ARTICLE 2 

The flag has a rectangular 
form, the longer sides of which 
are one and one half times the 
length of the shorter sides. 

ARTICLE 3: 

The colours of the flag are 
black, green, and red whi^h run 
horizontally from one small side 
to the other small side- 

The black colour appears up- 
permost. It s width is one four f h 
of the width of the flag. Below 
the black strip is the red colour, 
which appears in the sam<* pro- 
portion. Below appear the green 
colour the width of which is one 
half the width of the flag, (illus- 
tration 1). 



ARTICLE 4: 

Explanation of colours: 

The black colour portrays the 
historical and ancient flag of 
Afghanistan which was used by 
the independence fighters in na- 
tional struggles against intrusion 
and colonialism of aliens, and 
was used until the last war of 
the nation for independence in 
1298. en'^ed Eagle and Banner, 
by military units, and natiorfal 
forces of Afghanistan. 

The red colour is the symbol 
of valour and the sacrifices cf 
the people of Afghanistan who, 
in the fight against colonialism 
and for their independence, ha 
ve shed their blood and have 
driven forces of colonialism with 
national bravery and love for in- 
dependence, and achieved and 
maintained their political inde 
pendence. They refrain from no 
sacrifices today for the defence 
of the country, $nd preservation 
of the rights of Afghanistan. 

The green colour which covers 
half the area of the rectangular 
flag symbolises an atmosphere of 
tranquility, hope and prosperity 
created after the establishment 
of the young Republic of Afgha- 
nistan on Saratan 26, as well as 



sential commodity. 

The government of the Repub- 
lic of Afghanistan also paid the 
due attention to the stabilisation 
of prices of other essential com- 
modities such as soap, matches, 
tea and the like. Measures are 
taken to market sufficient quan- 
tities of these goods, and at rea- 
sonable prices. The purchasing of 
a quantity of soap to be distribu- 
ted at fixed prices by the Food 
Procurement Department is an 
example of measures taken in 
this sphere, the source said. 

Generally the policy of the Re- 
publican state of Afghanistan as 
regards to prices of other im- 
ported products is striking a ba- 
lance between changes in the in- 
ternational prices of the comm- 
odities and costs at home, so that 
there will be no undue rises in 
the prices on the local markets. 

The government has taken up- 
on itself to spend one thousand 
million afghanis in subsidies. 
Those who think soundly, see 
objectively, they look at these 
objectivity, and judge honour- 
ably. 

Under the policy of the Repub- 
lic of Afghanistan, in such ins- 



tances service to the majority of 
the people is the basic duty of 
the organs of the government. 
The government has taken the 
measures aforementioned with 
this objective in mind, as far as 
financial and administrative po- 
ssibilities allowed, exercising, its 
national duty. 

The price of some commodi- 
ties which are not among prim- 
ary requirements, and given the 
general standards of living of the 
people can even be considered as 
luxury items are bound to go up 
as a result of price rises on the 
internal market. The consum- 
ers of these commodities which 
constitutes a small part of the 
population of the nation should 
be prepared to accept these pri- 
ces, and those who use such co>- 
mmodities are undoubtedly aw- 
are that prices in producing co- 
untries have gone up steeply in 
a way that cannot be compared 
with prices of the past. 

Even price control is one of 
the important duties of the gov- 
ernment of the Republic of- Af- 
ghanistan, and it will not allow 
undue rises in the prices.

ARTICLE 5: 

The size of the flag, in keeping 
with the proportions ascertained 
in Article 3 of this law depends 
on the requirements and the use 
of the flag. In proportion with 
the size of the building on whi- 
ch the flag is installed or on the 
means on which the flag is hois 
ted, the flag can be smaller or 
larger. 

ARTICLE 6 

On high buildings, and at ti- 
mes of storm and winds use of 
small flags is permissible but in 
no instance shall the dimensions 
of flags on buildings be smaller 
than 60 by 90 centimetres. 

ARTICLE 7 

Use of discoloured or dilapid- 
ated flags is not permissible. No 
other use shall be made of these 
flags, and they shall be buried 
in an appropriate place. 

ARTICLE 8: 

The flagpole is the means oy 
which the flag is hoisted. It shall 
be made of wood or straight cyl L 
linderical metal on top of which 
is fixed a metal cupola. Under 
the cupola there are rings which 
are used for hoisting the flag, 
or bringing it down. 

ARTICLE 9 : 

The flagpole shall be of wh- 
ite colour. 

ARTICLE 10: 

The height 0 f the flagpole, ab- 
ove ground, shall be at least 
twice the length of the diamet/. r 
of the flag, and its circumferen- 
ce should be of the appropriate 
size so that it can stand against 
the strength of winds and storm. 

ARTICLE 11: 

Flagpoles of flags which stand 
on the ground shall be at least 
eight metres above the ground 

ARTICLE 12: 

Installation of meteorological 
instruments on flagpoles is im- 
permissible. 

ARTICLE 13: 

For hoisting the flag and brin- 
ging it down, white colour rooes 
are used. The rope is attached to 
the flagpole, running in pan

ARTICLE 14: 

The case for the keeping of 
the flag is constructed in a way 
that it will preserve the flag fr- 
om the effects of the weather 

ARTICLE 15: 

The flag pole shall stand in 
the centre of the portico of the 
building, or on the highest poi^t 
above the main gate of th e buil- 
ding. 

ARTICLE 16: 

In the instances where an or- 
ganisation which displays the 
flag shares a building with an 
establishment which does not 
have this privilege, the flag sh- 
all be installed on the door of 
the organisation having the privi- 
lege in a titled way, with the 
flagpole having a 50 degree an- 
gle with the wall. 

ARTICLE 17: 

If several organisations share 
a building, and each one has the 
privilege of hoisting a flag, the 
use of one flag on the premises 
is sufficient, and this flag is hoi- 
sted by the organisation which 
has in its possession a suitable 
place, as prescribed in article 15 
of this law, at its disposal. 

ARTICLE 18: 

The flag shall be hoisted with 
speed, and lowered slowly. 

ARTICLE 19: 

While hoisting and lowering 
flags in military units and mili- 
tary institutions, in accordance 
with the provisions of internal 
procedural regulations, the flag 
shall be salrted by the unit in 
alert attention and in civil insti- 
tutions the official in charge of 
the flag shall salute after hois- 
ting and before lowering of ti^ 
flag. 

ARTICLE 20 : 

The official in charge of the 
flag, while raising or lowering 
the flag shall stand next t 0 the 
flagpole, and shall raise the flag 
until it s upper part reaches be- 
neath the cupola, is attached to 
it. 

ARTICLE 21: 

By decision of the governm- 
ent the flag shall be hoisted at 
half mast as a sign of mourning. 
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In such instances the official in 
charge of the flag shall hoist the 
flag until it touches under the 
cupola, and then lower it half 
the width of the flag. 

ARTICLE 22: 

Laying or hoisting of the na- 
tional flag of Afghanistan on de- 
serted, half-finished, ruined or 
other such buildings is imper- 
missible. 

ARTICLE 23: 

Hoisting the national flag of 
Afghanistan over airplanes and 
spaceships is impermisible. Th 
ese have separate and special si- 
gns which include the colours of 
the flag. 

ARTICLE 24: 

The national flag of Afghanis- 
tan shall not be used for floor 
furnishing or left under feet. 

ARTICLE 25: 

In the event the national Fag 
of Afghanistan in accordance 
with the provisions of this law 
is hoisted along with one or se- 
veral flags of friendly countries, 
cr specialised flags, the flag and 
the flagpole of other flags shall 
not be higher or larger than the 
flag and flagpole of the national 
flag of Afghanistan. In suoh ins- 
tances the national flag of Af 
fifhanistan is hoisted before other 
flags, and lowered after all other 
flags are lowered. 

ARTICLE 26: 

The national flags at official 
organisations shall be hoisted on 
all working days and during na - 
tional official celebrations, and 
not on other holidays. Flags in 
military areas, and gendarmerie 
posts, and border customs shall 
remain hoisted, permanently.

Privilege to display the flag 
ARTICLE 27: 

Authorities which are privile- 
ged to display the flag in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this 
law: 

A. The office of the President 

B. Prime Ministry 

C. Ministers 

D. Independent organisations 

E. Commanding post s of ma- 
jor military units down to di- 
vision, and authorities corresp- 
onding to it. 



F. Commanding posts of bord- 
er gendarmarie 

G. Customs departments, and 
border customs 

H. Provincial centres 

I. Embassies and legations of 
Afghanistan abroad 

J. General Consulates, and 
commercial consulates of Afgh- 
anistan abroad 

K. Supreme Court 

L. Parliament 

M. Airports 
ARTICLE 28: 

The government can issue per 
mission to authorities which re- 
semble authorities noted in ar- 
ticle 27 to hoist flags, and ma- 
ke this known through circulars. 

ARTICLE 29 : 

Inside the country the use of 
the flag in a small size % but 
maintaining the prescribed pro- 
portions, shall be used only on 
the cars of the President of the 
State on official days in accord- 
ance with the provisions of pro- 
tocol law. Outside Afghanistan it 
can be used on the cars of the 
official representatives of the 
s*ste of Republic of Afghanistan 
in accordance with the approval 
and instructions of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. 

ARTICLE 30: 

The use of the national flags 
on official state cars while wel- 
coming heads of friendly states 
in Afghanistan shall b*> ascerta- 
ined through the Protojoi De 
partment of the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs and in accordance 
with the Official welcoming man- 
vcA prepared by the committee of 
hosts. Likewise the use of 
small national flags on ve- 
hicles of official convoys is 
subject to instructions and deci- 
sions of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs :

CHAPTER THREE 

Emblems usable in the national 
flag of Afghanistan 

ARTICLE 31: 

The sole emblem used in the 
national flag of Afghanistan is 
the state emblem of the Repub- 
lic of Afghanistan. 

ARTICLE 32: 

The diameter of the emblem is 
one third of the width of the 
flag. The emblem is placed in 
the left hand corner of the flag, 
adjoining the cupola in a way, 
thc.t the distances from the top 
part of the emblem to the upper 
edge of the flag, and the edge of 
the flag adjoining the flagpole, 
and the area occupied by it on 
the red and black background 
are equal, half of the emblem 
standing on the black colour and 



CHAPTER FOUR 

SPECIAL FLAGS 

ARTICLE 34: 

Special flags are flags with 
different colours and symbols, 
portraying the variety and ex- 
istence of various institutions, 
and in the military they exem- 
plify and identify commanding 
posts and military units, which 
are the following: 

a. The flag of the Red Crescent 
Society 

b. Flags of the commanding 
posts and military units (military 
flags) 

c. Sporting teams and institu- 
tions flags 

ARTICLE 35: 

The flag of the Red Crescent 
Society is white and in ihe midst 
of it the Crescent appears in red. 
The dimensions and shape of 
the flag and its use is governed 
and controlled by International 
Red Crescent regulations. 

This flag can also be used by 
hospitals; 

ARTICLE 36: 

Military flags constitute flags 
of the holy banner, flags identi- 
fying commanding posts and 
flags identifying military units 
which are governed by army re- 
gulations pertaining to them. 

ARTICLE 37 : 

Sporting flags are those of 
clubs, federations, and sporting 
circles of schools, universities and 
the army. The variety, shape, 
and use of these flags are ascer- 
tained and approved by the res- 
pective circles and institutions' 
charters, and snail be prepared 
and used accordingly. 

ARTICLE 38: 

Authorities and institutions 
which are privileged to use the 
national flag of Afghanistan, in 
the event they have a special flag, 
can use both, under the follow- 
ing conditions: 

a. The flag pole of th* nation- 
al 'flag of Afghanistan, on any 
premises in regards *o its direc- 
tion shall be placed on the right, 
and the flag pole of the special 
flag should be on the left. 

b. As regards to the size of the 
flag, and the height of the flag 
pele, raising and lowering the 
flag provisions of Article 25 
of this law shall be abided by.

The law of State Emblem of 
the Republic of Afghanistan. 



icle 1 : 

The state emblem of the Repu- 
blic of Afghanistan constitutes 
two ears of wheat, mehrab and 
monbar, an eagle and a rising 
sun. 

The Ears of Wheat: 

The ears of wheat which form 
a Circle from two sides of the 
emblem and encircles other parts 
of the emblem symbolises the 
fact that Afghanistan is an agri- 
ultural country, and agriculture 
is the occupation of most of the 
Afghan people, who are farmers. 

These two ears of wheat, at 
the bottom of the circle, are con- 
nected together with a band on 
the face of which , on the right 
and left parts stands the words 
De Afghanistan Jamhouriat (Re- 
public of Afghanistan), 'and in 
the middle part, is the year 13- 
52 (1973-74) which is the year of 
founding of republic regime in 
Afghanistan. Above the year sta- 
nds 26 Changash which is the 
day of the revolution (correspo- 
nding t 0 July 17, 1973.) 

Mehrab and Monbar: 

Mehrab and Monbar stand in 
the middle of the emblem. These 
are symbols of place of prostra- 
tion of Moslems, and the 
pulpit from which believers are 
invited to seek the way of salva- 
tion. 
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Eagle. 

Ancaenft and modern Afghan- 
istan is a mountainous country. 
Ancient Afghanistan was referr- 
ed to as the land beyond the flight 
of the eagle, and its lofty mounta- 
ins are the abodes of eagles. 
The eagle is t the protector 
and the defender of its nest. Li- 
kewise, the people of this coun- 
try throughout their long history 
have defended their home and 
their mountainous land against 
alien conquerors and intruders, 
and like eagles, they have not 
let others acquire a position 
dominance and sovereignty 
the land of these people. 

The Rising Sun: 

The rising sun symbolises the 
new republican Afghanistan wh- 
ich came into being on Saratan 
26, 1352, and this revolution was 
supported and welcomed by the 
absolute majority of the people 
of Afghanistan. 

Article II: 

The state emblem of the Rep- 
ublic of Afghanistan is used in 
the following instances: 

A. In national flags of Afghan- 
istan in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the flag law of Afghan- 
istan, and in military banners in 
accordance with the army regul- 
ations. 

B. In letters an<J official pap- 
ers of state organisations, and 
millitary establishments. 

C. In state decrees. 



D. In official publications su- 
ch as laws, pamphlets mannuals 
etc. 

E. In medals in bas relief fo- 
rm metal, stone, and other mat- 
erials and on the doors of major 
state organisations, and in the 
walls of halls and buildings, and 
as small metal medalions which 
are pinned on garments. 

P. In official stamps of state 
organisations. 

G. In industrial products in Af- 
ghanistan. 

H. On the top of cases and en- 
casements of industrial product- 
ions made in Afghanistan. 

J. In security documents, coin- 
age and paper money. 

K. In military and police gar- 
ments in accordance with special 
respective regulations. 

I. In the furniture, and untens- 
ils of official halls. 

M. In other instances approv- 
ed by the government. 

Article HI: 

The state emblem of the Rep- 
ublic of Afghanistan which stan- 
ds on the national flag of Afgh- 
anistan has a light yellow and 
coffee colour. Th e ground of the 
emblem is yellow and outstand- 
ing parts are in coffee colour. 

The dimension of the emblem 
is relative to the proportions of 
the flag, which is acertained in 
the flag law. 

Article IV: 

Installation of the emblem of 
Afghanistan on unfinished and 
deserted buildings, stables, and 
kitchens is not permissible. 

Article V: 

The state emblem of the Rep- 
ublic of Afghanistan, household 
effects and other things that be- 
ar the emblem of the Republic 
of Afghanistan shall not be left 
under feet. 

Article VI: 

The state emblem of Afghan- 
istan when old and worn out 
shall be buried. 

Article VII: 

In illustrated or bas relief 
forms of the state emblems of 
the Republic of Afghanistan all 
dimensions and proportions of 
the ears of wheat, mehrab and 
monbar, eagle and rising sun 
should be preserved. No change 
or tampering is permissible with 
these proportions.

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CHAPTER FIVE 



Use of national flags for de- 
corative purposes : 

Decorative flags constitute 
flags used by official organisati- 
ons, municipalities, private insti- 
tutions and individuals, either 
raised on a pole or hanging cn 
walls or inside halls, and on ta- 
bles on the occasions of national 
rejoicing (national celebrations) 
and official welcomes. Medall- 
ions of the national flags may be 
pinned on the chest in decorative 
form. 

ARTICLE 40: 

Decorative flags hois^d on 
flag poles, in regards to dimen- 
sions, shape and proportions of 
colours shall correspond to the 
national flag of Afghanistan, sh- 
all have no ropes, and fixed to 
the flag pole in a way tha* it 
would stand against the winds. 

ARTICLE 41: 

Hanging decorative flags are 
suspended in a way that the 
green colour is on the left (view- 
ing it from the front). In these 
flags colours appear in perpen- 
dicular form. As regards the 
proportion of the colours pro- 
visions of Article 3, and as to the 
proportions of the emblem of 
the flag provisions of Article 32 
of this law are binding. In large 
hanging decorative flags the em- 
blem stands 20 centimeters low- 
er than the upper narrow side, 
and in th e " middle of the flag in 
a way that the emblem looks up- 
wards, with half of the emblem 
appearing on red and half of it 
on green colour. 

ARTICLE 42 : 

In the hanging decorative flags 
the lower side of the flag should 
not be nearer one metre to the 
ground. 

ARTICLE 43: 

In national festivities and cele- 
brations vehicles carrying hu- 
man beings can make use of sm- 
all national flags of Afghanis- 
tan for decorative purposes. The 
proportion of length and width 
of colours shall be considered in 
the flag. 

CHAPTER SIX 

Flags of friendly states 
ARTICLE 44 

Embassies, legations, consula- 
tes, and commercial consulates 
of friendly nations in Afghanis- 
tan will raise solely their respec 
tive countries flags on their 
official buildings, and on days 
of rejoicing of their nations or 
of Afghanistan hanging of de- 



corative flags of their nations 
and of Afghanistan on ihe sur- 
rounding walls of these build- 
ings will take place on a recipro 
cal basis. 

ARTICLE 45: 

In the event consulates and 
commercial consulates of the 
friendly nations are located in 
Kabul they cannot hoist flags. 
Likewise, if there is a council- 
lor's office and a commercial 
consulate of a friendly nation in a 
city of Afghanistan only the 
councillor's office can hoist a 
flag. 

ARTICLE 46: 

Representatives of the friendly 
nations, in accordance with the 
provisions of protocol, can use 
small flags in their riding cars. 

ARTICLE 47: 

While welcoming the heads of 
state of foreign countries in Af- 
ghanistan official organisations 
and municipalities can use th? 
flag of the guests's country 

ARTICLE 48: 
nations alongside the national 
flag of Afghanistan the flagpole 
and the flag of the other coun- 
try shall not be any higher or 
larger than the national flag of 
Afghanistan, and the national 
flag of Afghanistan snail stand 
on the left of the viewer. 

ARTICLE 49 : 

In sports stadiums and resid- 
ences of sportsmen who are 
official guests of Afghanistan, 
and in international airports of 
Afghanistan national flags of 
countries which are participants, 
in sports contsest, and national 
flags of the countries whose air- 
lines make use of the airport can 
be used alongside each other. 
In such instances, after the na- 
tional flag of Afghanistan, they 
shall stand in alphabetical ord- 
er of the names, arranged in 
accordance with the position of 
the first letter of the names of 
the countries- 



CHAPTER SEVEN 

UNITED NATIONS FLAG 
ARTICLE 50: 

The use of the flag of the 
United Nations is governed by 
the protocol rules of the United 
Nations, and the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, but in the use 
of the United Nations flag provi- 
sions of article 48 of this law 
shall be abided by. 

ARTICLE 51: 

With the publication of this 
law regulations pertaining to 
flag promulgated in Aqrao 1334 
are abrogated.

ARYANA reviews achievement of 
the Republican Regime in Afghanistan, 
since its establishment, on July 17, 1973. 

In the light of the large scale efforts launched 
by the republican regime the citrus products incr- 
eased from 2,553 tons to 2,638 tons and olives from 
IS tons to bO tons in 1973. Similarly wheat produ- 
ction went up from 2553 to 2638 tons. 

Curing the last year because of the favourable 
cL'mate and the use of modern agricultural techn- 
iques chemical fertilizer, improved seeds and campa- 
ign against pests agricultural production reached a 
peak of 2,700,000 tons breaking the records of the 
past years. 

As a result of the state resolution and the volun- 
teer decision of the people and to mitigate the con- 
sumption of meat and dn view of the campaign laun- 
ched by the Ministry of Agriculture and Jirigation 
to fight plant disease and plant pests the livestock 
was able to compensate the losses incurred as a 
result cf the past years drought. It should be kept m 
mind that one third of the livestock sector which 
provides 10 per cent of the national income was 
affected by the past years drought which had badly 
striken the country. Last year, about 200 tractors 
and 114 sets of water pumps and other agricultural 
implements and 567 tons of sulphur and o*her needed 
materials were distributed among the farmers on cre- 
dit basis. 

In order to help raise cotton production in the 
country and increase farmerf/ (income the govern- 
ment of the Republic of Afghanstan passed a resolu- 
tion increasing the purchasing price of raw cot' on 
by 19, percent. Also improved seeds and fertilizer 
were made avalible to the cotton cultuiai^rs, 
The government extended the period of repayments 
of the price of fertilizer given as loan to farmers 
until the next harvest. 

As a result of these activities it is hoped that 
the production of cotton during the current year 
will be unprecedented in the history of cotton pro- 
jdurtifon o$ the coujnt}ry # Undoubtedly, &uch high 
yield of cotton will bring m large amount of for- 
eign exchange and cut down the imports of edible 
oil and will encourage the production of textile ind- 
ustries throuthout the country. The government has 
decided to protect the consumers against the inter- 
national rise in sugar pnices 

The government issued out a decision forbidding 
th»3 slaughtering of female Karakul sheep for their 
unborn lambs in order to promote the production of 
Karakul skins. The government, has furthermore, 
prohibited the hunting of wild animals [ceding on 
rodent*:'. 

It has embarked on the Herat Livestock Project 
which ?s of great importance to the development of 
animal husbandry in the country. Preparations are 
being made to get the irrigation and agriculture pro- 
ject*, of Pakw? Desert started through the volunteer 
help of the Afghan officials engineers and experts 
of the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation. 

The Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation has 
launched a good deal of large scale agricultural 
development projects. These projects which are und- 
ertaken with the help of the Soviet Union will bring 
1.620 million Jeribs of land under cultivation. Ihe 
projects iclutie the construction of a number or can- 
als, water reservoirs, dams and pompuig stations in 
the northern parts of the country. 

The Hairatan canal and pumping station project 
which will soon be undertaken will provide sufficient 
water for irrigation for some one hundred thousand 
Jeribs of land at lower Balkh River basin. The canal 
will be 55 kilometers long with a capacity of 12 to 15 
cubic meters per second

With the construction of the Cheshma Shafa res- 
ervoir the water shortage of 400,000 jeribs of iand 
wiiJ be eliminated. Similarity, between five and six 
thousand Jeribs of land will have sufficint water 
upon completion of the construction of Khosh Tepa 
canal and pumping station. 

The Kokcha River Project is expected to supply 
water to 170,000 Jeribs of new land and bring an 
additional 45,000 Jeribs under irrigation. Upon com- 
pletion the project will earn 450 rry'llion afghanis 
per annum. 

The Kelagai irrigation project will bring 125,000 
Jeribs of new land under (irrigation and will supply 
increased water to another 270,000 Jeribs. The pro- 
ject will bring and annual return of up to 500,000,000 
afghanis. The sales proceeds of the eielctric power 
station which will be set up under the project will 
reach an additional 130,000,000 afganis. 

According to the work programme of the Mini- 
stry of Agriculture and Irrigation the following plans 
are also at hand to be implemented during the cu- 
nent Afghan -year 1353 (1974-1975):

1— 71,000 tons of chemical, fertilizer, 1000 to 
1500 tons of improved wheat seed and 8,000 tons 
of improved cotton seed will be made available tu 
the wheat and cotton growers. Also, a number of 
vegetable seedlings, fruit bearing trees will be distr- 
ibuted among the farmers in a bid to boost up agr- 
icultural yields. 

2 — About 600 tractors, 400 sets of water pumps 
and 800 to 1000 tons of sulphur will be supplied to 
the farmers. 

3 Distribution of land to the landless people 
and nomads will be continued in the Nangarhar 
and Helmand Valley Development Projects. 

4— Efforts will be made to set up and expand 
agricultural cooperatives ,in the country # 

5 — The Mazar-i-Sharif Chemical fertilizer plant 
will start production. The maximum capacity of the 
plant is* 105,000 tons. At the initial stage the plant 
is expected to produce 20,000 tons of chemical 
fertilizer.

7— - Tne wheat and cotton production targets 
are set at 2,867,000 and 125,000 tons respectively. 

8 — Plant protection livestock, forestry and 
irrigation programs will be carried out on a vast 
scaie. 

C. In the field of Mines. 

Since the establishment of the new regime, July 
17,1973 large scale efforts have been made to explore 
and exploit the following minerals in the country. 

L Barite in Herat. 

In 1973, a project was drawn up to exploit the 
Bar he deposits, located in Singalan, 60 km North- 
wesi of Herat city. The total deposit of barite in 
this region is estimated over 15 million tons Exploit- 
ation operations started on March 14, 1974 and 
it is estimated that up to now, more than 7,000 tons 
of barite have been produced from the Singalan 
barite deposits. It is planned that during the next 
six months production of barite in the region will 
reach 30,000 tons. 

About 10,000 tons of Heat barite will be exp- 
orted to the Soviet Union. The rest i. f - to be utilized 
for drilling purposes by the petroleum and gas Pro- 
specting Authority in the northern part of the 
country. Moreover the barite of Ghorband will also 
be utilized as a weighing agent in c filling oil and 
gas wells. 

2. Mama Khail and Achin talc deposits. 
Exploitation projects of the talc mines of Mama 

Khail and Achin located in the northern side of 
Spirt Ghar mountins, were drawn up in January 19, 
1974 by the Ministry of Mines and Industries of 
the Republic of Afghanistan. Over 3,000 tons of 
talc have so far been produced from the above 
mines It is predicted that 24,000 tons of talc will be 
extracted during the second half of the current year. 
A Number of European and Japanese firms have 
offered to purchase Afghan talc Tn case the Mini- 
stry of Mines and Industries decides to sell its talc 
extracted from Mama Khail and Achin mines, a 
large sum of foreiggn exchangge could be erned. 

3. Pachaghan Mica deposit. 

S'tua'ed in the Negrab, Kapisa woleswalie of 
Perwan Prownce, the Pachaghan Mica Mines holds 
a good amount Miica. By the Middle of 1974,274 tons 
of Mko have been extracted. A part of this has been 
graded for sales on international markets. 

4. Lapis Lazuli deposits: Badakhstan. 
Measures have been adopted by the Ministry of 

Mines and Industries to promote exploitation of 
Lapis Lazuli in Afghanistan, Lapis Lazuli of Bada- 
khshan which is world famous is found in the cen- 
tral ranges of mountains lymg between the two tri- 
butaries of the Kokcha river. 

5. Copper Mines of Ainak Logar. 

The Topper mines of Ainak were mapped and exp- 
loration began on 26th. Saratan 1352 which was inc- 
idently the day when Republican regime was procla- 
imed. The Mines and Industry Ministry undertook a 
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s'irevy of an area nearly 60 sq. km. In Lo;aar ; rov- 
*nce within a period of three years the exploration 
will undergo full bloom. At present 3 sq. kin. c f the 
central part of the Ainak mines is being explored. 
Tunnels have already been dug and the drilling work 
is going on. The mines are with 1 to 1.5 % of °copper 
envisaged by the experts. The initial exploitation 
and exploration reveals a rich economic return and 
the mines appear highly feasible at this stage. 

The Ministry of Mines 'and Industries of the 
Republic of Afghanistan has been carrying out a 
number of geolical studies Jn Sara-i-sang distrit.. 
It is one of the objectives of the Republic of Afghan- 
istan to boost up the production of Lapis Lazuli 
with an object of supplying it to the international 
markets at reasonably high prices. Relat ; vely spea- 
king Afghan Lapis Lazuli is of /anous grades. The 
government has recently appointed a commission to 
classify Lapis Lazuli into 10 grades and fix their 
prices respectively. 

Preliminary work for the exploitation of rubies 
has been undertaken by the Ministry of Mines 
and Industries. Similarly the government is planning 
to boost up the exploitation of gold in the near 
future as part of its over all development planning 
to cxplc.it minerals in the country in the light of 
values embodied in the Republic of Afghanistan. 

Aside from the above mentioned activities, exp- 
loratory works on petroleum and natural gas have 
also been undretaken since the proclamation of new 
order in Afghanistan. In addition a number of other 
activities such as laboratory analysis, drilling, geo- 
physical surveys and prepartion of maps and prof- 
iles have been completd for petroleum and natural 
gas prospecting. All these activities have helped in 
gas reserves to increase to 11.7 milliard cubic me- 
tres. 

The Republic of Afghanistan has been giving 
great imporance to the growth of heavy industries, 
such as mineral extraction, metal and machine buil- 
ding (industries, chemical industries and electric power 
plants. Tt is believed that the establishment and exp- 
a->£ion of these industries will (insure rapid economic 
independence of the country. . *

D. In the freld of Industries: 

Smce its inception the government ot the Rep- 
ublic of Afghanistan has been making all concerted 
efforts to increase the number of industries and 
expand the production capacities of the existing 
industries to meet domestic needs of the people and 
to help raise employment prospects national income 
and finally increast Foreign Exechange. Fortunately, 
new national gas deposits have been discovered. 
Efforts are being made to expand Ihe production cap- 
acity ot the existing textile Mills and setting up lle w 
textile and sugar plants. The government has ste- 
pped up the commissioning of Mazari-i-Sharif che- 
mical fertiliser Plant in an attempt to cut down 
imports of fertiliser on one hand and encourage pro- 
duction of agricultural output on the other 

In order to sell Afghan carpets on the foreign 
markets at higher prices, efforts have been Jauuched 
by the government to carpet producers to improve- 
the quality, colour, and desjigns of their products. 



In the Monetary and Financial sphere. 
The government of the Republic of Afghan- 
istan since inception has been faying to curb unn- 
ecessary spendings, and improve the system of tax- 
at ; on in such a way to reduce inequality and ensure 
social justice on one hand to increase state revenues 
en the other. 

In this connection, the government has made 
enormous strides to modify the system of taxation, 
giving high prefence to direct tax, and prevent tax 
evasion by influential "elements who used to evade 
government taxes in the past. 

During the first year of its announcement the Rep- 
ublican regime has been able to collect a good deal 
of .its dues which had been left unrelised from the 
people and various firms and companies.Aside from 
this, on the initiative of the Ministry of Finance 
new Customs law and custom tariffs were put 
into effect after their approval by the cabinet and 
their sanctioning by the Head of the State. 

The laws have been formulated in the light of

II — On Social Front 

A — Education: 

The Ministry of Education of the Republic of 
Afghanistan has adopted measures to bring radical 
changes in the education system of the nation. The 
reforms began in the primary schools under which 
examinations were abolished) duftfng the first three 
years of schools. Students will be automatically promo- 
ted io an upper grade during the first three years. 

Also to promote the quality of education in the 
primary schools, the Ministry of education decided 
that in the first three years the same teachers take 
up classes from grade one to three. This is done 
because it is thought thlat this approach will help 
the teachers to become more familiar with the probl- 
ems and difficulties of individual students and to 
feel responsible for helping the students solve their 
problems 

The Ministry under Educational Development Pr-

the requirements of time and interest of the nation 
at large. 

The government has levied taxes on private pro- 
perty such as vehicles, livestock and income. It has 
proceeded further to reorganize some of the gover- 
nment djepartments and eliminate duplication with 
the objects of cutting down government expenditures 
and prompting efficiency in the work of the gover- 
nment 

The ordinary budget for the current year 1353 
which had been approved by the Cabinet on March 
19, has provided for 12 per cent increase in the 
revenues. 

In an Effort to serve the interests of the major- 
ity o : the people of Afghanistan and to get the pri- 
ces of the .imported goods stabilised during the 
current Afghan year 1353 the government of the 
Republic of Afghanistan passed a resolution subs- 
idizing essenial consummers commodities including 
petroleum, diesel; sugar and edible cil; by one billion 
Afghanis. 

Since a good deal of edible oil is imported, the 
government of the Reublic of Afghanistan decided 
to exempt edible oil from custom duties and reduce 
taxes on cotton and rayon textiles between 25 to 50 
percent to enable the public to buy them. Also the 
government reduced custom duties on printing and 



ogran-. has planned to train 20,000 teachers and hea- 
dmasters from the primary and village schools thro- 
ugh refresher courses by the end of the Afghan vear 
1155. 

The Ministry of Education under the new repub- 
lican regime believes that with improved prdmarv ed- 
ucation the new generation will contribute much to 
the fulfillment of the lofty ideals and objectives of 
the new order. 

The Ptfmery education Department has planned to 
hold a series of seminars to djscuess the problems 
and difficulties of the primary schools so that app- 
ropraiite solutions would be found for them # 

In Kabul around 2,260 teachers from 65 schools 
have attended the eight seminars which wers spons- 
ored bv the Primary Education Departement. 

The Ministry is also appointed a National Inn- 
ovation Committee to draw up future education pro- 
gram of the country. The committee will be assignee? 
the task of studying the present socioeconomic con- 
ditions within which education operaes. 



• U. Public Health: 
Promotion of public health has been one of the 
main objectives of the new order. To meet this obj- 
ective the Ministry of Public Health proceeded to

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draw up an ambitious programme in the name of 
"Afghan Roaghtia (Health) Programme'' which rece- 
ived the approval of the cabinet and the sanction of 
President of State and Plrdme Minister Mohammad 
Daond and was put into force on March 6. 1974 

In a further move the Ministry also annouaced 
its plans to import and use generic rather than patented 
medicines. It made it clear that the import and use 
of generic medicines would brpng medical treatment 
within the reach of a larger portion of the population 
and would help the country save a good deal of for- 
eign exchange. The decision was made after thor- 
ough studies. The plan was drawn up by the Mini- 
stry of Public Health in the light of the wishes 
af the new order for the welfare and good health of 
the neople. 

Under the Afghan Health Programme the Child 
Health Institute which functioned merely as a chil- 
dren's hospital before is to be turned into trailing 
and research institution 

The same line is planned to be followed in the 
provinces where a number of hospitals will be turned 
into training and research .institutions The Ministry 
has made efforts to provide these training and rese- 
arch centres wftHh needed facilities end manpower 
so that they can perform their dual duties of the 
treatment of patients and training of the future cadre 
cf medical and health workers. 1 

Each of these institutions also operate a nursing 
training centre. 

Enrolling a number of pediatricians, the courses 
are taught by Indian professors. The graducates 
will receive their diplomas upon the completion of 
the two year term of the course and doing the rese- 
arch required. 

Similarly under the Afghan Health Programme 
the. Mimsiry of PubMc Health has opened a nursing 
course to provide for wider and more effective nurs- 
ing services in different fields of mediciens. 

Helped by WHO and UNICEF, the course, is to 
be taught by Afgghan and Foregn experts. 

Since the proclamation of the republic in Afghan- 
istan the Ministry of Justice and the high council of 
the judiciary has endeavoured hard to promote the 
administration of justice in the country. 

The Ministry has established a judiciary training 
center with the object of training the judicial person- 
nel to ensure greater justice and equality before law 

It proceeded to eliminate all the factors that 
impeded the function of the courte. The courts were 
instructed to prepare periodical reports on the cases 
fil ed with them so that there will be no under delays. 

Since the establishment of the new order a number of 
new laws and regulations have been drawn that came 
into force after beign published An the Official Gazatte. 

These laws and regulations relate to the trial of 
civil servants, ap(po|intaienjtjs|, (promotions, transfers, 
retirement and dismissal of judges, organisation and 
reforms of education, appointment of governors, var- 



ious wpects of the work of the Ministry -of- Informat- 
ion and Culture, operations of the Central Crimes inv- 
estigations Deaprtment, Police and Gendemnvie, Read 
traffic, customs, traiffs, domestic and private invest- 
ments etc. 

Regulations governing the central and provincial 
citime investigation offices came into force on January 
10, 197^ 

The regulations have been devised in seven 
articles and two chapters in accordance with the 
provisions of articules 4 and 7 of the police Law. 
The provisions regulate the functions of the centrs 
and their relations with the police 

The Traffic Law after the approval of the cab- 
inet, and sanction of President of State and Prime Mini- 
ster came into force in mid lanuary 1974. It has 
aimed at regulating and organizing the traffic -<v-d 
prevention of accidents in the public streets. The 
law has regulated the responsibility of the traffic 
police and organizing public traffic. Tt has oitlined 
not only the responsibilities of traffic police by these 
of drivers and the public too. 

A Primary police court for handling and settling 
police and gendarmarie offences has been established 
w.'th in the judicial framwork of the Court of Cassa- 
Ucn, judicial organ of the Ministry of Justice. The 
court will act as a final authority on the offence? 
of the rolice and gendarmarie. 

An agreement was signed between the Min/stry 
of Justice and the Department of Police and Gendar- 
marrie for the settling of police offences. 

The republican government has issued decress to 
probe prisioners affa ; rs and tackle the unresolved 
files of the prisoners As a result, committees were 
appointed by the Ministry of Justide to examine 
legal cases of the prisonrs and assess the ; r files; The 
committees investigated at great number of fils of the 
prisonrs in the provinces. Reports on. the work of 
the committees were presented to the judicial high 
courts. The council adopted appropriate measures 
promoting justice and reglating the judicial process 
bv authorized legal departments such as police, attor- 
ney general and the courts. 

To prevent the flow of tiny and petty cases into 
the courts and to help the disputes and feuds find 
immediate solution and avoid long judicial procedures 
the High Council of Judiciary has tesolved to establ- 
ish a few community conciliation councils on an 
experimental basis. Tt is thought that the elders and 
men of reputie are holdiing special plance an their 
communities and can exert influence to solve the 
djsputs esily before they get complicated. 

At the outset, the High Council of Judiciary has 
organized two such councils in two disricts on experi- 
mental basis. If they proved sueful in complement 
the administration of justice in the country, greater 
numbre of them will be established in all provinces 
of Afghanistan . (The End) 



BHUTTO DIVERTS PUBLIC OPINION, 

SAYS FOREIGN MINISTRY

Pakistani Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto, in his statement on Friday June 14, re- 
lated recent crises in Pakistan to three seperate 
events on the international scenes, namely, the 
visit by the head of state of Afghanistan to 
Moscow, the testing of a nuclear devise by In- 
dia, and the visit by National Awami Party lea- 
der, Khan Abdul Wali Khan to Afghanistan. 

Commenting on Bhutto's assertions, the 
Foreign Ministry's spokesman told a Bakhtar 
News Agency reporter that Bhutto is trying to 
cover his failure in suppressing Pashtun and 
Baluch independence movements and the rise 
of Muslems of Pakistan against the Qadianis 
through confusing and diverting public open- 
ion. 

The spokesman added that Afghan-Soviet 
friendship is twice as old as Pakistan, and the 
head of State of Afghanistan does not regulate 
the timing of his visit to friendly countries with 
the intensity of Pakistani government prob- 
lems; the friendly and official visit of the head 
of State of Afghanistan to the Soviet Union 
took place in the context of mutual visits by the 
leaders of the two friendly and neighbouring 
countries, which has acquired a regular charac- 
ter. 

The Foreign Ministry spokesman said it 
would be better if the government of Pakistan 
sought the real and actual causes of these cri- 
ses within the country and resolve them hon- 
estly, with good will, and with due considera- 
tion to the wishes and national aspirations of 
the people which in essence, are irrefutable 
realities.

TO BE BUILT IN KABUL

The preliminary sketch of the National Mu- 
seum of Afghanistan, provided by Mr. Vilhelm 
Wohlert, UNESCO 'consultant and professor of 
architecture, has been delivered to the Ministry 
of Information and Culture. 

To establish the new museum building in 
Kabul, a study was carried out, by Mr. Woh- 
lert, from November 1973 to June 1974. 

The site, selected for the museum, is loca_ 
ted in a district opposite to the Republic Gar- 
den, not far from Kabul River and the Town 
Center. 

The location is dignified and excellent from 
an access and communication view point being: 
situated in a section of the broad avenue, 
which connects the Kabul Airport with Shash- 
darak and Pashtunistan Square. The size of 
30.000 m is stipulated for a one storey structure 
on top of a raised basement with proper reg- 
ard to future extentions and reasonable dist 
ance from the roads and future neighbours. 

On the basis of Mr. Wohlert's estimation, 
th e total cost of the museum building (including 
equipment, planning costs, transfer of exhibi- 
tions ect.) will reach to 7.0 mill- $.

The eighth round of excavations on Tapi 
Shutur, in Hadda, was completed in May 1974, 
by Afghan archaeologists, headed by Dr. Ze_ 
mariaalai Tarn. During the excavations, which 
lasted four months, a number of valuable histo- 
rical riches were revealed in the site. Some of 
the discoveries are breifly intdoduced here, and 
we will have a detailed review on the subject 
in our next issue.

A R Y A N A reviews achievements of 
the Republican Regime in Afghanistan, 
since its establishment, on July 17, 1973. 

Afghanistan was proclaimed Republic by our 
national leader Mohammad Daoud a }?sar from 
now, 

For the realization of the lofty objectives of the 
new regime one year, no doubt, »is a relatively short 
lime. It takes many years to have the objectives 
realized. The ideals embodied in the statements made 
by our great national leader have set before us 
targets. 

As our great leader once told a foreign news- 
paper correspondent, the republic of Afghanistan 
since its inception has concentrated more than any- 
thing else on two areas : 

J. Consolidation and stablization of the republic 
as a new order. 

2. Tackling economic problems. For the solution 
of our economic problems the Republic of Afghan- 
istan has carried out a good deal of negotiations 
with missions of the friendly countries. 

The new order has been trying to lay down fiim 
ground for improving the living standards of the 
people of Afghanistan at large, sepecially the depr- 
ived class who is living a miserable life The repu- 
blic Afghanistan has made all possible strides to 
bring equality, and justice to the people of this cou- 
ntry and decent living conditions for the masses. 

To carry out its socio-economic planning, the 
Republic of Afghanistan has always been in need of 
peace and security. As such it has always tried 
to solve any problems she has had through peaceful 
means. 

Although t oroe year is a short time for the 
Repubilc of Afghanistan to achieve its targets, a good 
deal of endeavours have been made in all walks of 
life which can be categorized very briefly as follo- 
ws : 

On economic front: A Number of measures have 
been taken for economic development in the country 
since the announcement of the new order in the cou- 
ntry. The Founder of the Republic of Afghanistan, 
President and Prime Minister Mohammad Daoud 
announced and defined the framework of the guid- 
ed economy of the Rjepublic of Afghanistan and 
set the targets to be achieved by the new ragime. 
The announcement was followed by the formation 
of the High Economic Council, headed by the Pres- 
ident himself, to study and find appropriate solut- 
ions for them within the socio-economic conditions 
prevailing in the country. 

The followng attempts have been made to pro- 
mote the economic situations of the country. 

A. In the field of Commerce: In pursuit of the 
policy statement of the Founder of the Republic, 
the Ministry of Commerce draw up the trade deve- 
lopment programme of the Republic of Afghanistan. 

The fundamental aim of his programme is to 
raise the living standard of the people of Afghanistan 
To realize this the programme aims at the following 
targets : 

1. To increase national products. 
2 To strengthen producers. 

3. To support consumers. 



Within the framietwoirk of a guided economic 
system, the economic policy of the Republic of 
Afghanistan in regard to trade activity will be: 

1. State involvements in those activities which 
are considered important in the interest of our nat- 
ional economy. 

2. Guiding and encouraging private enterprises 
so that they would make use of the, ; r cap- 
itals and facilitits in fulfilling the obj- 
ectives of the trade development programme. 

Under the programme the foreign and local tr- 
ades are managed in such a way as to get it coordinated 
with the development programme of Agricultural, 
Industrial and mineral productions. Measures', (aife 
adopted to organize imports and harmonise them 
with national products so that imports would meet 
the need of the public and bridge the gap between 
the products and public need. The Republic of Afg- 



It is one of the objective of the economic policy 
of the Republic of Afghanistan to help boost up 
the production of essential commodities or to import 
them through state enterprises or through directing 
private firms. Furthermore, the government is mak- 
ing great efforts to control the prices of he essen- 
tial commodities. 

The Ministry of Commerce is prepared to carry 
out the following activities for achieving the objec- 
tives cf the trade development programme: 

1. To promote trade by ordinary new markets 
and by, enhancing the qulity of goods exported, pro- 
tecting producers »• of export goods and - finally by 
the establishment of Export Development Bank. 

2. Organizing Foreign and domestic trade on a 
stronger and better footing. 

3. Providing better transit and transportation 
facilities.

hanistan will greatly utilize foreign exchange for 
importing capital goods, raw material and esse- 
ntial commodities. It is intended to use custom tareifs 
with the cooperations of the Ministries concerned, 
to organize imports to achieve the targets iset in 
this connection. 

The government of the Republic of Afghanistan 
believes that producers deserve all morale and fina- 
ncial support by the state. It has therefore, provided 
for such an encouragement which would help the 
producers to receive the greater part of the produc- 
tion income. 

Under the Trade Develprrteit Programme the 
Ministry of Commerce strives hard to fix the prices 
of some export commodities taking into considera- 
tion international as well as local prices. 

Furthermore, the Ministry proceeds to publish 
the changes which occur in international prices 
This is done in order to enable the pioducers to 
make the utmost use of the current prices. In order 
to protect the low income consummer groups aga- 
inst the fluctuation of prices, necessary measures 
are adopted for relative price stabilization of essential 
commodities provided locally or imported from ab- 
road. 



B. In the field of agriculture: 

A numer of steps have been taken in the field 
of agriculture to promote agricultural output. 

Under the direct guidance and instruction of 
the President and Prime Minister of the Republic of 
Afghanistan the Paktfa, Kunars and HelmancL Deve- 
lopment Projects were brought under the direct au- 
thority of the Ministry of Agriculture and Irriga- 
tion to get their activities coordinated with the gene- 
ral agricultural policy of the country. The govern- 
ment proceeded to make public lands available to 
a good number of landless families in an effort to 
help Improve their well-beimg on one hand and 
encourage the land holders to contribute towards 
the increase of aguicultral output on the other. In the 
Nangarhar Development Project 2,296 hectares of 
land have been distributed to landless families and 
in the Helmand Development Project 1,380 families 
received government distributed land # 

Under the Nangarhar Development Project two 
new mechanized farms have been put up by the 
names of "Jamhouriat" and "26th of Sarafan" With 
the completion of thje farms it is expected that 
they will produce 10,200 tons of citrus and 25,000 
tons of olives annually, (continued on page 52) 
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
